“What Great Britain Promised.”’ 


We confess to feeling some regret when we first read the article 
jby Mr. HERBERT SIDEBOTHAM which we re-print this week, that it 
pid not proceed from the pen ofa Jew. For here is no paltering 


with Jewish self-respect and no chaffering with the moral claims 
of the Jewish peop'e. There is no opportunism and no cringing, 
nor is any compromise made regarding the needs of Judaism and 
of Jews if their existence is to be maintained. Its argument 
is downright and unflinching, and it places the Jewish position 
in a worthy and commendable manner before those of the public 
to whose notice the article may b2 brought. But on further 
consideration we perceived much alvantage inthe fact that this plea 
for Jewish Nationalismcame from a non-Jew. It cannot, forinstance, 
be assigned to ‘arrogant’ Zionism nor to Jewish pushfulness. 
And. moreover, anaemic-spirited and timorous Jews in whom the 
inferiority complex is the guiding passion, may be put to shame 
when they see how a non-Jew views the age-long aspirations 
and hopes of the Jewish people and tells them ia so many words 
that it is their careless timorousness that is largely to b'ame, 
not alone for the conditions of things in Palestine but also 
for the condition of world-Jewry. That Mr. SIDEBOTHAM stresses 
so ably as the most feasible and the most practical, the policy which 
throughout Jewish Chronicle has urged, is but incidental if 
not accidenta!. But it wara vain o2 ‘oar pars not to recognise 
his valuable concurrence with our own views; more especially as 
largely in consequenc:> of recent events in Palestine many more 
Zionists than heretofore are, we kuow, arriving at the conclusion that 
the setting up in Palestine ofa Jewish Commonwealth, aud their pro- 
claiming unequivocally that ultimate purpose, is their true mission ; 
just as such a Commonwealth can alone satisfy the needs and 
necessities of our people. From that standpoint we have ever 
refused to budge, despite the whittling down process to which 
Mr. StpeBoTHAM alludes, and which was once s9 rife under the 


delusion that it wou'd ease the way to the final goal of every true 


Zionist. There is but one cri‘icism we wou'd make upon wha’ 
Mr. SipepoTaAmM says. Ha knows, to be sure, waat the intention of 
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the British Government was when it issued the Balfour Declara- 
tion and undertook the Mandate for Palestine, so far as Jews 
were concerned. For he was in constant and intimate contact 
with the Government responsible for both ths one and the other. 
But does he not insist a little too rigidly on what Great Britain 
promised, because it constitu'ed a promise? We can well under- 
stand and appreciate the anxiety of any Englishman not to see 
his country break its solemn word, reliance upon which has 
induced the sacrifices which Jews have male in « onsequence. But 
we would prefer to put the case for the restoration of Jewish 
Nationality in Palestine on an even higher ground than that of 
undertakings made in the circumstances in which these were 
entered into and which agreed to accord to Jews their rightfal 
place among the nations. We believe that, leaving aside the 
solemn word she has; passed on the matter, it is to Great 
Britain's indubitable interest, for reasons we have many times 
stated, that she should control Palestine and that the country 
should be made prosperous as only Jews can so mak: it. Far 
ther, that a reincarnation of the Seintate national being would 
be surety to a large extent of the peace of the world; and 
finally, that Jews have a moral right to a centre which they 
can call, and which will be everywhere known as, their Home. 
Moreover, we are convinced that there is no putting back the 
clock or staying permanently the mirch of events. Even if 
Great Britain were now to repudiate the Balfour Declaration and 
retire from her mandatory position in Palestine, the Jewish people 
would not remain for ever cheated of their human rights. We cannot 
conceive as possible the League of Nations handing over Palestine 
to any Power or any form o! Government which would not recognise 
the equal rights of Jews, with those of all races, both to enter into 
and to carry on their existence in the country. It is difficult to 
tuink of England adopting the policy of scuttle at the bidding of 
Aral daggers, seemg the encouragement such poltroonery would 
give to Muslim discontent throughout the Empire. We can then, well 
nigh dismiss as in the last degree improbable the idea that Great 
Britain will do anything so utterly damaging to her prestige. That 
being so, itis difficult to think of England differentiating in any 
of her Dominions to the prejadice of Jews or any other people. And 
siort of that happening in Palestine, Jews have during the last 
ten or twelve years—a mere trifle in the life of a nation, even in 
its struggle for rebirth—shown that their love of the country, their 
energy and spirit informed by centuries of Jewish hope and belief 
are unconquerable, In their way to their long-determined-upon 
goal they

It is clear, moreover, that those 
allegations were under-stated rather than exaggerated and evidence 
a deplorable state of affairs that bas been growing cumulatively for 
a long time past. It is equally c'ear that when Mr. D. B. LEVINSON 
»cleansing the Augean stable of in quity, 
they co rrageously faced a task of no little difficulty, chiefly caused 


by tue ridiculous personal sentiment that was allowed to influence 


some of those concerned. This, we regret to say, was noticeably so 


with Me. Baanetr Janszr, whose methods of debate adopted by bim 
were uncalled for and crade, if not rude. We should have thought 
that a g:ntleman like hims:!f, who has given, by all accsunts, much 
time and energy to local Communal! matters, would have welcomed 
the attempt that has beea made to keep them in fair order, anlinany 
cise would have abstained from calling those from whom he disagreed 
by such an epithet.as the one he employed. That way of carrying 
on public business cannot lead to the betterment of things nor to 
the ;eace and harmony of the Congregation in which Mr. JANNER 
has taken such interest. It must, moreovér, give an invidious, 
ud we believe mistaken, i npression of his own att tude when a 
man thus protests too much and so violently. We hope that the 
light that bas been thrown on the irregularities wili have the effect 
of bringing to book those who are really to blame. and will induce 
the Cardiff Community to take care that in the future its affairs 
are entrusted to persons in themselves more trustworthy; while at 
the same time that less of blind trust will be reposed in Officials 
than has palpably been the rule. And we hope, too, that the 
exposure of what has happened in Cardiff will serve as a warning 
and example to other Communities where a lke disregard of the 
responsibility that rests on those who undertake public office is, we 
doubt not, as prevalent as has been shown t> be the case at 
Cardiff. Carelessness of public interests is, we believe, in all these 
cases at the root of the trouble which ensues.

Christian Hymns. 

We are pleased that the introduction of Christian Hymns into 

the new Prayer Book for Jewish Children was brought up at the 

Council of the United Synagogue, the body which, it would appear, 

is in the ultimate responsible for the publication. The very strong 

protest made against previding these Hymns for children’s prayers, 

both in and by THE Jzwisa CuronicLe, when the book was issued, 

was effectually echoed by several members of the Council. This 

1s no question of any special form of Judaism; it is one of Judaism 

itself. Nor is it one of what is sometimes so erroneously boasted 

about as broad-mindedness. The point is whether children 

at the most impressionable and forma'ive time of their lives, sal] 

te induced to ue as prayers what are real'y parodies of Christian 

worship, with a result that must be a tendency towards assimila- 

tion, cr at least the dilution of Judaism by Christian doctrine. 

The really alsurd excuse whi was offered by the Rev. J. F, Ster<s 

for the choice of these Hymns, in response to the obj >ction made by 

the Rev. A. A. GREEN, we exposed when he wrote in our columas:n 

the subject. Mr. STERN'S plea that they are no more than musi-:! 

renderings of the Hebrew psalms, a correspondent very effectually 
dismissed by asking whether the Emeritus Minister of the East 
London Synagogue wou'd counsel the saying by children of the 

Lord's Prayer, the wording of which—every line—has been traced 
to Jewish sources! The fact is tthat it is not Hymns in the 
vernacular that are sought to be provided. If that were so the 
cho.ce cou'd be made from the many Jewish hymnsin Eaglish that 
are in existence and which could be readily set to appropriate 
music. What is aimed a‘, is to cultivate in these children an 
acquaintance with non-Jewis prayers with the ultimate purpose 
of iuspiring them with sentiments of universalism rather than of 
Judaism, And it must not be supposed that the matter is of no 
great consequence, because it is only children who are directly con- 
cerned. We have shown how the influence of these Hymns will 
take permanent root and endure in these young ones. Bat, 
moreover, we have more than one example of how this pract.ce, 


once concurred in for little ones, is sure, sooner or later, to be 
adopted for adults. This has been the universal experience in 
America, and here in this country we have the distressing example 
of what has occurred at the West London Synagogue, where the 
prayer book has been mutilated by the introduction of adapted 
Hymns in use regularly at Christian places of worship. And the 
concensus of expert opinion at Upper Berkeley Street is, we are 
assured, that apart from every other consideration they form not 
an improvement in the service but a vulgar, because utterly mis 
placed, innovation. We hope the Council of the United Synagogue 
willinsist on the deletion of these Hymns from the new Prayer 
Book when that question again comes up before it, as we assume 


it will, more formally than it did the other evening.

DEPUTY DR. LEON REICH. 


A POLISH JEWISH LEADER, 


The death occurred in Lemberg early on Sunday morning of Deputy 
Dr. Leon Reich, one of the leading Jews of the Polish Republic. He had 
lately suffered from heart trouble which last week became acute while 
he was attending an Eastern Galician Zionist Conference. The doctors 
ordered him a complete rest, but on the following day he reappeared at the 
Conference. On Wednesday of last week, Dr. Reich was operated on for 
appendicitis and on Saturday serious complications set in. Towards 
Saturday evening his condition became hopeless. On the previous Tuesday 
he began to write his usual article on the political situation for the 
Jewish newspaper, the Moment, but he was unable to finish it. The 
deceased was fifty-one years old, and he left a wife and two daughters, 
He came into prominence when he was elected a member of the Austrian 
Parliament before the war. After the war hecontinually sat in the Polish 
Sejm. He was one of the Vice-Presidents of the Committee of Jewish 
Delegations at the Paris Peace Conference. A few years ago he held the 
position of Chairman of the Jewish Parliamentary Club, and during his 
tenure of office he negotiated the famous agreement on Jewish probl«ms 
with the then Minister for Foreign Affairs and subsequent Premier, Count 
Skryzinsky. The agreement led to av improvement in the treatment of 
the Jews in Poland, althougb its terms were never fully implemented 
by any Government. The stern campaign conducted by Deputy 
Griinbaum against the late Deputy’s policy led to his retirement 
from the Chairmanship of the Jewish Parliamentary Club, in which 
he was subsequently succeeded by Deputy Grinbaum. Dr. Reich 
remained, however, the leader of the Eastern Galician Jewish Deputies 
and Senators and as such he consistently opposed Deputy Gruobaum 's 
policy of unqualified opposition to the Polish Government. The late Dr. 
Reich was an eloquent speaker and an able journalist and he was on 
friendly terms with many influential Polish statesmen. Dr. Reich was 
a staunch Zionist and he was the President of the Fastern Galician 
Zionist Federation. Here again, he was in opposition to Deputy Grin- 
baum's policy. Dr. Reich was a firm supporter of Dr. Weizmann's 
policy. He attended a number of Zionist Congresses and he was a 
member of the Zionist Actions Committee and of the Jewish Agency 
Council. He visited England on several occasions in connection with 
Zionist gatherings. In 1926, he addressed in London a meeting of the 
Board of Deputies, at which he dealt with the position of. the Jews in 
Poland, and also spoke at a Conference of the lederation of Jewish 
Relief Organisations. On the occasion of his fiftieth birthday, Lemberg 
Zionists held a banquet in his honour. . 


GOVERNMENT SYMPATHY, 

Dr. Reich’s death has caused great grief to Polish Jewry. The 
Zionist Associations and numerous other bodies to which he belonged 
have held special meetings of mourning. The Minister of Commerce, Mr. 
Kwiatkowski, who was on a visit ic Lemberg, called on Sunday at the 
office of the Eastern Galician Zionist Federation and expressed the sym- 
pathy of Marshal Pilsudsky and the Government with the Jews on the 
occasion of the death of Dr. Reich. 

About fifty thousand people attended the funeral in Lemberg on 
Monday. Not only the Jewish shops, but also the Polish were closed 
during the funeral. A large number of Deputies, Senators, and represen. 
tatives, including those of the Government, the Jewish Agency and many 
prominent institutions were present. On account of past conflicts 
between Deputy Griinbaum and the late Deputy Reich, and especially 
in view of an article by Deputy Griinbaum on Deputy Reich which 
appeared iast week in the Lemberg MORGEN, the Eastern Galician 
Zionist leaders refused to permit Deputy G:inbaum to speak at the grave- 
side in the name of the Jewish Parliamentary Club. Deputy Griinbaum 
was asked to delegate this task to another member of the Club, but he 
declined to do so, and consequently the Club was not represented. 

The Polish Zionist Executive has proclaimed a week of mourning. 

Hundreds of telegrams of condolence have been received in Lemberg. 
Among the messages of sympathy were those from the Club of the Polish 
Government Party in Parliament and of the Governor-General of Eastern 
Galicia. 

The Government organs all bestow high praise on the late Dr. 
Reich and emphasize his services to the Polish State and to the Jews. It 
is also recalled that Dr. Reich répresented Poland on the Inter- 
Parliamentary Union. 

In his Will, Dr. Reich expresses his desire that his family should, if 
possible, settle in Palestine. He also beyueaths ithe income from his 
literary works to the Jewish National Fund. 


ZIONIST ORGANISATION MEMORIAL MEETING. 


A large gathering attended the memorial meeting for the late Dr. 
Reich, which was held on Wednesday afternoon at the office of the Zionist 
Organisation in Great Rassell Street. 

Dr. WEIZMANN, who presided, said they were assembled to mourn 
the loss of a fellow-worker, a comrade and a friend who had been taken 
from them suddenly, in the midst of his manifold activities. He imagined 
that almost everybody present had known Dr. Reich personally, while 
those who bad the privilege of seeing him in Lemberg and Warsaw knew 
something about bis political activities as well. Dr. Weizmann, after 
referring to the various positions which Dr. Reich had held in the 
Zionist Movement, said that he was always devoted, always sincere 
and always a fighter. He received his education in Poland, and after 
obtaining his degree, went to Paris. He was a brilliant speaker and was 
very well conversant with Jewishlaw. At Zionist Congresses he would 
entertain his friends with vivid pictures of Jewish life in Poland. His 
was a life full of activity, achievement and creative energy. 

The Rev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM, speaking in Hebrew, said they could 
truly say of Dr. Reich NI 75> TowS. His name was“ Reich,” and he was 
rich not only in pame but in good deeds, in ideas and idealism. He 
was in every sense of the word a OJ p'¥—a truly righteous man. He 
bad known Dr, Reich almost all his life. Those ofthem who met Dr. Reich 


felt the presence of his noble spirit among them. The loss which they 
had sustained was, indeed, a great one, and at this stage’ particular! , 
when they were passing through such difficult times, the duty tha: 
devolved upon them to work for the cause which Dr. Reich had so much a: 
heart and for which he laboured so assiduously and so energetically 
became all the greater. 

Tributes were also paid by Mr. L. Pilichowski on behalf of th» 
Federation of Polish Jews in Great Britainand by Dr. Jochelman, in th, 
name of the Federation of Relief Organisations. 

Mr. PILicHowsk!I said that Dr. Reich had been for a long time 
leader of an important section of Polish Jewry. Dr. Reich wanted the; 
to be loyal citizens of the country of their residence provided, howeve; 
that the Government and the People of that country fulfilled their du: 
towards them. He wasstronglyagainstany humiliation, any bargaining an | 
he insisted upon justice from the Polish Government and the Polish natioy 
Dr. Reich was an emiaent lawyer and had he wished to make a big fortun, 
Le could easily have done so. Instead, he preferred to. devote bi: 
abilities and energies to publig life. 

Dr. JOCHELMAN, speaking in Yiddish, said the Federation of Relic: 
Organisations mourned with the Zionist Organisation the great loss which 
the Jewish people had sustained by the death of Dr. Reich whom he 
described as a nundred per cent. Zionist. Dr. Jochelman also spoke of 
the assistance which Dr. Reich had rendered to the Federation. 

Dr. WEIZMANN said the most fitting way in which they could pay 
tribute to Dr. Reich was by working ardently and faithfully for the 
Zionist cause as he himself had done during his life... The Executive 
would have an opportunity very soon of considering what fitting memoria! 
they could create. 


At a meeting of the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations held on 
Taesday and presided over by Dr. Jochelman, tributes were paid to the 
late Dr. Reich by, among others, Mr. Pilichowski. It was decided tosend 
a message of sympathy to the Jewish section of the Polish Parliament. 

Dr. REICH’S SUCCESSOR, 

In accordance with the Polish Constitution Dr. Reich will be succeeded 
as member of the Sejm by theex-Deputy, Dr. Sommerstein, who received 
the next bighest number of votes on the list of Dr. Reich's party at the 
general elections. - 

Ve. EDMUND SEBAG-MONTEFIORE. 

Mr. Edmund Sebag-Montefiore, C.B.E., passed away on Thursday of 
last week, at his home in Portland Place, aged sixty. He was a son 
of the late Sir Joseph Sebag-Monteflore. The deceased was during the 
War engaged at ths Home Office in special work concerning aliens. He 
was an Elder of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue and Treasurer of 
the League of British Jews. He was married in 1919 to Madame Puget 
‘Alice O’Brien) elder daughter of Colonel Lysaght. The funeral was at 
the Golders Green Cemetery on Sunday. The Rev. David Bueno de 
Mesquita officiated.

Mr. JACK GREEN, 


Mr. Jack Green, whose death occurred at his residence at Westcliff-on- 
Sea on Thursday of last week, after a protracted illness, bore an active 
part in Synagogal and Communal work in East and North-East London, 
until’ failing health necessitated his retirement and removal from the 
Metropolis. The deceased was for some years a member of the old New 
Synagogue in Great St. Helen’s. On his removal to Bow he attached 
himself to the East London Synagogue, and although he had not 
previously served on the Board of Management, he was elected, 
in 1891, Financial Representative of that Symagogue, and served 
the office for five years, when he became Warden. During 
the ten years Mr. Green held office at the East London Synagogue, 
he devoted him self to the interests of the Synagogue and to all the varied 
activities of the Congregation. With the co-op2ration of his colleague, 
Mr. David Moses, he founded the Synagogue Burial Society in 1899 and 
became its first President, an office he continued to hold for many years 
after his removal to Stamford Hill. There he was appointed the first 
Financial Representative of the New Synagogae on its transfer to 
that district. He also took an active part in the formation 
of the East London Orphan Aid Society, the first Metropolitan 
Aid Society of the Orphanage, and was one of its Vice-Presidents 
for many years. On his retirement from office at the East London 
Synagogue in 1900, Mr. Green was the guest at a largely attended 
congregational reception held in his honour at the Trafalgar Square 
Council School, Stepney, when he was presented with an illuminated 
address expressing the thanks of the Congregation for the services he 
had rendered to the Synagogue and to his co-religionists in East London 
during his term of office. At his suggestion, made on the occasion, 4 
Simchat Torah Fand was established, ian connection with which an annual 
congregational re>eption is held on the concluding day of the Festival in 
the Adler Hall of the Stepney Jewish Schools. Mr. Green was a'so the 
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recipient of a presentation album from the members of the New Syna- 
gogue on his relinquishing the office of Financial Representative of that 
Synagogue in 1919, and in recognition of his services the Jacob Green 
~ Prize was founded in connection with the Hebrew and Religion Classes of 
the Congregation. 

The funeral was at the Willesden Cemetery on Monday, when the 
Burial Service was conducted by the Rev. J. F. Stern and the Revs. 8. 
Levy, M.A., M. Zeffertt, B.A., and M. Signaiewsky. Mr. Green is 
survived by a widow, one son and two daughters. 


A TRIBUTE. 

The Rev. J. F. STERN writes: In the death of Mr. Jack Green I 
mourn the loss of a fellow-worker in East London whose devotion and 
loyalty I shall always remember with heartfelt gratitude. For ten years 
he was one of the Honorary Officers of ‘the Synagogue in which my 
Ministry was served and it is dificult to express in words what I owe to 
him for his unfailing sympathy, encsuragement and support, in every 
effort in which I sought his co-operation, and in every aspiration which 
engaged my thoughts. I would wish that it were the good fortune of 
every Minister to be associated in his work with men of such sterling 
worth as Jack Green, Lewis Levy and David Moses who for so many 
years constituted the Executive of the Congregation to whom [| min- 
istered. If a Minister failed to give of his best with such men at his side 
to encourage and support him in his sacred task, he himself must have 
sadly failed in his choice of a vocition. Like the men with whose names 
I bave associated his, Mr. Green was to me far more than a Warden. He 
was “my companion, my familiar friend, we took sweet counsel together,” 
aud, as I look back upon the years that have gone, 1 recall what his 
friendship meant for me, not only in meeting the cares and trials of an 
exacting profession, but as it was manifested to me in many acts of com. 
radeship which were characteristic of his kind and geniai disposition.

Mr. H. GELBERG., 

The death of Mr. H. Gelberg, Collegiate of Montefiore College, 
tamsgate, which occurred in London last week, removed a fine type of 
Hebrew writer. Though his Hebrew style and poetical products belonged 
rather to the rational school of the Measphim, so many of his poems might 
be read with much interest even by our Maskilim of the present gerera- 
tion. Hesang of God, of faith, of nature, of Israel's glorious past and 
hopeful future, and every poem and every verse revealed his love for 
traditional Judaism, and his devotion to his nation, to whose ideals he 
clung with the utmost tenacity. His knowledge of Hebrew and Rabbinic 
jiterature was remarkably extensive, and many Hebrew scholars availed 
themselves of his great ability in copying obscure manuscripts in the 


possession of the British Museum and of the Library at Oxford. The | 


deceased published a collection of poems, and was a frequent and valued 
contributor tothe Hayehoodi, Hazecfirah, Hamagid,and other publications. 
He was engaged for many years on the edition of an original Hebrew 
Dictionary and Concordance, which, I presume, he did not manage to 
complete. Mr. Gelberg, who died at the advanced age of eighty-three 
years, was a “man without guile,” of singularly amiable and engaging 
personality, of cultured mien and manner, possessing an innate sense of 
gentleness and friendly intercourse. Though there may have been no 
striking episodesio his long life, he having been extremely modest‘and 
retiring, he was personally most agreeable and ever productive of good to 
those around him. He was widely beloved and respected for his unassuming 
piety, his unique simplicity, his kindness of disposition, his cheerful nature 
and directness of manner. Born in Galicia, famous alike for Rabbinic 
learning and Haskalah, he was brought up in a spiritual atmosphere, and 
displayed from his earliest youth a great liking for learning generally and 
an unusual aptitude for the Hebrew language particularly. He lectured 
in many Synagogues in London without any reward, his main topic being : 
Love for Zion and the Torah. I paid him a visit at Montefiore College 
last year and was gratified to see that, although an octogenarian, he 
retained al! his faculties, even his eyesight being unimpaired. His name 
will long be cherished by all who knew him as an upright and conscientious 
Jew.—From Dr. J. 5. Fox.

THe LATE Mr. CLEMENCEAU, 

A CORRESPONDENT writes : The French nation is'now mourning the 
death of Clemenceau and the Jews have special reason for participa- 
ting in the grief of France. Clemenceau was a friend of the Jews. 
He was one of the very few statesmen in Europe who openly 
supported the Jews whenever they were maltreated, whether in 
France,in Roumania or in Russia. It was Clemenceau who energetically 
defended Dreyfus against his enemies and fought for his freedom. 
“I know,” declared Clemenceau, “that Alfred Dreyfus is not guilty 
and will do all I can to prove his innocence,” and he kept his 
word. But for Clemenceau many of the French intelligentsia and 
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especially the famous writer and thinker Anatole France. would ‘not 
have defended Dreyfus with such vigour as they did. He had to talk a 
whole night with Anatole France before he convinced him of the innocence 
of Dreyfus. And it was Clemenceau who was chiefly instrumental io 
arranging & second trial in 1499 after Dreyfus had served a term on 
Devil's Island He was not bat ‘d by the second verdict and did not 
rest until he saw Dreyfus entirely exonerated and reinstated in the 
French Army. 

Clemenceau was also greatly interested in the welfare of the Jewa 
outside his own Fatherland. After the Pogrom in Kishineff, Clemenceau 
protested loudly and spoke at protest meetings. Later when in 1913 a 
part of Buigaria, called the Dobrudja province, went over to Roumania 
and the Jews there were deprived of the rights they enjoyed in Bulgaria, 
Clemenceau joined in the protest of all liberty loving people and spoke 
and wrote harsh words against the Roumanian Covernment. He 
demanded the French Government's intervention on behalf of the Jews 
who “in Roumania are treated like slaves.” He then received well. 
deserved thanks from the Chief Rabbi of algaria and a'«o from the 
Jewish poet and Italian politician, Luzatto 

Clemenceau was also a great admirer of Dr. Ilerz! and sympathised 
with the idea of a Jewish land for the Jews.

NEW ASSISTANT DAYAN APPOINTED.

The CHAIRMAN moved a vote of condolence to Rabbi Sir Hermann 
Gollancz in the bereavements he had recently sustained; to Messrs. 
Josepb, Philip and M. V. Jacobs on the death of Mr. 5. Jacobs; to Mr. 
Reuben Cohen on the death of. his father; andto Mr. Ss. J. Flatau on the 
death of his son. 

Mr. LEOPOLD FRANK paida tribute to the memory of the late Lady 
Gollancz. 

Mr. SYDNEY JACOBS asked whether there wasany truth in the report 
that an offer had been made to Rabbi Brodie to become the Minister of 
the Hampstead Synagogue. 

The CHAIRMAN read a statement, in which he said: “There is no 
truth in the statement. The facts are that the Wardens of the Hamp. 
stead Synagogue, knowing that a vacancy would arise in the course of 
the next year or two, and feeling that Kabbi Brodie might be a suitable 
candidate, asked a friend who was visiting Anstralia to ascertain whether 

‘abbi Brodie would be disposed to entertain the idea. The actual 
enquiry that was made to Rabbi Brolie was as to whether he would be 
willing to consider acceptance of acall from the Hampstead Synazogue 
if it were proferred to him, and, after considering this question, Rabbi 

jrodie sent a telegram which seemed to indicate that he was already 
under the impression that he had receivedacall. The Wardens of the 
Hani pstead Synagogue sent an immediate cable to disabuse Rabbi Brodie 
of the mistaken impression which be had formed, and they subsequently 
received a letter from him in which he advised them that he had 
decided to continue as Minister of his present Congregation. So far as 
the Wardens of the Hampstead Synagogue are concerned, the incident is 
therefore closed, and never amounted to more than a misunderstanding 
in the mind of Ribbi Brodie, which unfortunately appears to have 
become publicly kaown.” Sir Robert then gave particulars of. the pro- 
cedure required by ths United Synagogue Actin the appointing of new 
Ministers. 

The New Assistant Dayan. 

The following item in the report of the Execative Committee 
appeared on the agenda: 

The work of the Beth Din, as the Council will have learned from the annnal 
reports in recent vears, continues to grow, and the Executive Committee 
recommend that Rabbi M. Gollop, Minister of the Bayswater Synagoyue, be 
appoiuted as an additional Asaistant Davan. Rabbi Gollopis particularly well- 
equipped for such a position, and his accession to the Court of the Chief Rabbi 
will, itis hoped, prove of mach value. The proposed appointment is one that 
commends itself cordially to the Ciaief Rabbi, and it is des rable that effect 
should be given to it immediately. The Executive Committee are confident 
that the board of Management of the Kavyawater Synagogue will do all in its 
power to facilitate the arrangements for Rabbi Gollop to assist in the work of 
the Beth Din. It is recommended that an honorarium of £1) per annum be 
attached to the post, inciusive of out-of pocket expenses, In view. of the extra 
duties to be un lestaken by Rabbi Gollop as Assistant Davan, arrangements are 
being made torelieve him at the earliest possible moment of most of the work 
involved in carr\iug on the office of Chaplain to the Forces. 

A resolution accordingly was submitted. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Rabbi Gollop had had a very distinguished 
career With the Community. He had not for very many years served the 
United Synagogue, but his work before then was well known. He (the 
speaker) thought that everyone who had come into contact with the 
Rabbi since he came to London had profound admiration for his character, 
for his scholarship and for his strong determination to encourage respect 
in others for Jewish tiadition in every branch. Rabbi Gollop had 
at an early age won the profoundrespect of a very wide circle of friends. 
The United Synagogue of course did not make appointments by seniority. 
Many, for instance, would feel that Kabbi Harris Cohen, who had served 
the Community faithfully for so many years, carried with him a name 
and a reputation which would have entitled him to consideration 
when appointing a Dayan. (Hear, hear.) But he did not think that any- 
one would wish to take him away from the nota»le task he was perform- 
ing in North London where he had so much at heart his work among 
adolescents, which he (the Cuairman) koew he wascarrying on with 
¢reat wisdom and with brilliant success. In concluling, the Chairman 
caused considerable laughter when, in error, he asked the Council to agree 
to the appointment of Rabbi LBrodie as an additional Assistant Dayan. 

Mr. LIONEL L. COHEN while supporting the selection, said he hoped it 
would be only of atemporary nature, and thatin ashort time Ribbi Gollop 
would be a permanent Dayanin:the Beth Din. The appointment asit now 
stood was a little inconsistent, and there was a great principle involved in 

it. It had been decided by the Chief Rabbi recently that a Shochet who 
had been appointed a Charan in a Synagosue with a mixed choir should 
not continue his work as a Shochet. Now they were appointing a Dayan 
who was a Minister and Assistant Reader in a Synagogue with a mixed 
choir. 


The CHAIRMAN said that they could not accept what Mr. Cohen had 
said. They were not there to discuss the Din. 


Mr. LIONEL COHEN said that Rabbi Lazaras had insisted when he 
was appoinied l)ayan that the mixed choir at the Brondesbury Syna- 
gogue should b> abolished. 


Mr. J. MENDELOWITCH said that they ought to appoint a resident 


Faglish speaking Dayan for the Fast Ead. He aleo asked the Chairman 
whether the appointment of Rabbi Gollop as Assistant Dayan would 
affect his duties as Minister at the Bayswater Synavoune. 

The CHAIRMAN replied in the negative. The resommendation was 
unanimously agreed to.

Major I. SALMON, M.P., said that the Executive Committee had 
pleasure in reporting that the plaintiff who had issued a writ against the 
Trustees for an injunction to restrain them from carrying 
for the building of the proposed Synagogue at Will 
Cricklewood had withdrawn his action.

The Council approved the proposals involving an estimated expendi 
ture of £35,425 (in place of the figure of £52,150 previously approved) the 
maximum to be advanced by the United Synagogue being £17.95), as 
already authorised, and the balance of £17,775, with sach further sum as 
may be required to be found by the local Congregation. 

Mr. ERNEST LFSSER presented the report of the Welfare Committee 
which dealt with the Free Services arranged by the Committee on the 
High Festivals. He saii that they had this year provided services for 
over 10,000 men, women and children at a total cost of about £762. He 
wished to thank Mr. F. D. Benjamin for the handsome gift of an Ark for 
the special use of the services at Camperdown House. Four senior students 
of Jews’ College had helped them considerably in connection with these 
services. The Committee had pleasure in reporting that under the 
scheme adopted by the Council, Mr. J. Halpern, B.A., one of the students 
of Jews’ College, took up residence at the Buxton Street Welfare Centre 
at the end of July and had, under the guidance of the Rev. J. 5. Harris, 
made excellent use of the opportunities thus afforded for participation in 
ministerial work in the East End of London. Mr. Lesser asked the 
Council to recommend an expenditure of £66 154. 4d. for the purchase 
of 1,000 copies of the new Children’s Prayer. Book, for use at certain of 
the Children’s Services organised by the Welfare Committee. 


Christian Hymns. 


Mr. J. MENDELOWITCH said that the new Prayer-Book contained 
Christian hymns which many congregations of constituent Synagogues of 
the | nited Synagogue had refused to accept, or to allow to be used in their 
class-rooms. Turthermore an esteemed Minister of the United Synagogus 
had protested strongly in a letter to THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE, against 
the inclusion of such Christian Hymns as “The Rock of Aces” and 
strong protests had also been made by that paper. He hoped and 
trusted that the book woald be withdrawn from circulation at any 
services under the auspices of the United Synagogue. After all said and 
done they, of the United Synagogue, were out to uphold Traditional 
Judaism and it was not right and proper that the younger genecration 
should have Christian hymns ia a Prayer.Book. It had also come 
to his knowledge that leading members of the Ministry were against 
those hymns being included. He hoped and trusted that Honorary 
Officers would take steps, when further editions were printed, to strike 
out those Christiana hymnas 

Mr. A. Lissack said that Rabbi Harris Cohen had absolutely refused 
to have those books in his Synagogue. 

The CHATRMAN said that he had seen the names of the Chief Rabbi 
and Dayan Lizarus strongly suoporting the translation of the Paalm 
while Mr. Green had taken an opposite view. He did not know that they 
could regard Mr. Green as more devoted to Traditional Judaism and the 
Chief Rabbi and Dayan Lazarus as less devoted. 

Mr. Leo. ELTON said that as it was iatended iater to ask fora further 
graut co print copies of the book, he suggested that the E.xecative should 
take very serious consideration of the feelings of the membors of the 
Council expressed there in order not to meet with considerable opposi- 
tion again. 

Mr. M. Iiyama sud¢ested that ia future editions the Paalms to which 
objection had been taken should be eliminated and others substituted in 
their place. 

The CHAIRMAN saidthat he and very many other people had at heart 
the welfare of the United Synagogue and nothing would be more obscur 
antist, if he micht use that term, than to exclude excelient translations of 
Jewish Psalms from their Prayer-Books because they had been obtained 
from Chrisuan Hymnu-books. 

Ona vo'e baing takea, the recommendation to expend the money for 
the Prayer-Books was agreed to. 

Unsatisfactory Conditions in North East London. 

At a meeting of the Council held on the 23th of February, the 
followiog resolution was adopted: 

That a special Committee be appointed to consider the question of Svna 
govue and class-room accommodation ia North and North-East London and to 
report and to make recommendations to the Council thereon,\and on the 
suvject generally at an early date. 

The Committee mt nins times anla printel report was circulated 
to the members of the Council. 

Mr. Eanes? Lesser, Chairman of the Special Committee, in pre. 
senting the report, said that the real outstandiog question in considering 
that report was whether the United Synagogue was playivg the role it 
should ia the areas investigated, and wh*ther its present methods and 
machinery were adjasted to meet fature needs in theareas. The answer 
must bs ia the negative. He submittel that more could and should be 
done by the Unitel Syoigozua, in the interest of common Judaism. 
Nothing was done to attract to the Synagogue young people moving into 
the districts of North aud North-East Lonava. 

Mr. EvGAR ISRAEL said that if Ministers were relieved of their secre. 
tarial duties they would find time to visit new arrivals to a neighbour. 
hood and induce them to join a Synagogue. 

Mr. 8S. SPANJER said that other Synagogues in North and North-East 
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London were progressing because their seat rentals were cheaper than 
those of the United Synagogue. 

Messrs. I. Landau, J. Mendelowitch and J. A. Samuel also took part 
in the discnssion. 

The following recommendations were agreed to:

mile of the Synagogue.” Sanction was also given for the provision of 
fourteen additional seats.in the gallery of the Hampstead Synagogue ata 
cost of £72 6s. 

It was agreed that subjec’ to the Rev. G. Prince contributing to the 
Widows’ and Children’s Pension Fund an additionai £10 per annum from 
the date of his re-marriage, his wife shall be eligible for the benefits of 
the fund.

The New Prayer Book for Children. 


From Mr. D. M. DAVIS. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


fin,—Having just seen the above book, I naturally turned to the 
music pages. In these I found a few errors; and, as the book is likely 
to reach several editions, | venture to point out some that it would be 
desirable to correct in futureimpressions. It is in no unkind, censorious. 
or adverse critical spirit that Il do this, bot simply to preserve and 
promote the proper accentuation of the Hebrew text, a point often 
overloooked or neglected. Lam aware of the difficulties and pitfalls 
in the way of those who undertake the duty of editing Music Books 
of this kind, having had with my colleagus three years’ assiluous 
work, entirely as a “labour of love,” in compiling and editing a volume 
of Music with Hebrew words. In that book we took care that, without 
being pedantic, every word should be properly accentuated. I have done 
a great deal more of similar work and can safely say that the Hebrew tex 
therein cannot be questioned. A large part of our prayers is made up of 
Biblical quotations, so it is, therefore, quite easy to refer to the source 
if there is any doubt as to the proper accentuation. This is a matter 
of education, and it is unlikely that Inspectors of Hebrew Classes 
would allow slipshod Hebrew reading to pass any more than they 
would slipshod English, Imagine an Inspector awarding a “ pass” 
to a class which read “This synagogue is a beauti'ful edi fice "—all 
the accents on wrong syllables. Why then should it be done in 
Hebrew’? Iam aware that at one time composers “tortured ” words in 
any language when they set them to music, but that corrupt style has 
generally long since passed, and composers of any position at the present 
day take care that as far as possible the accents of the text shall be 
correctly “ set.” 

There are a few points besides those of “accentuation ” that shon'd 
also be considered. No. 27 (Ps. cxxi), verse 4, reads: “ Adonoi yishmorecho, 
(actuallyacomma) mi*co/rong yishmor,” etc., instead of “Adonoi yishmorecho 
milk lrong, yishmor,” ete. Ofcourse lam aware of the source of this error, 
which unfortunately has been p2rpetuated. In every Synagogue, except- 
ing one, and also Ilebr®w Class, in which I have heard this tune sung, 
the above incorrect reading has been rendered. What perhaps makes 
matters worse is that in the Children’s Prayer Book the English transla- 
t on reads correctly, see pages 103 and 202, hence creating confusion in 
any intelligent child's mind. 

Some of the composers’ names are not quite accurate, e.g. No. ?, 
although no name at all is stated, should have been credited to Sulzer. 
No 5, composer was not Wasserzug. The tune as given here is really the 
old Chazanut close to “Alenu.” Wasserzug reharmonisel it—it had 
been previously harmonised—an 1 improved the end phrase by adding two 
bars. 

No. 10, the tune as here givenis not by Naumbourg; it is just the 
traditional Chazanut. Naumbourg’s version is fully based on this tune, 
but differently treated. No. 12 is traditional. 

No. 6. This tune, beautifal as it is, can at the present time hardly 
be considered a happy choice. It was composed by Hayda for Joseph, 
Emperor of Austriaas the Austrian National Anthem and continued so 
until the break-up of that Empire during the Great War. During the late 
Hohenzollern German Empire it was adopted as and still is a popular 
National Hymn to the words Deutschland tiber Alles. Therefore, the tune 
is not now much used in British places of worship. 

Nos. 22 and 33. Both these are here givea in 6 measure throughout. 
It seems a pity that the characteristic change to a few bars of 4 measure 
which each possesses, should not have been retained. In this connection 
I may mention that I have heard the well-known Chtnucat Hyma 
Mo-oz Tsur sung in 6 measure; n2edle3s to say, the ‘singers were not 
acquainted with music. 

No. 28. The words here chosen are always associated with Croft’s 
fine tuse “St. Ann”; one or two other settings have appeared but have 
never established themselves. Somehow to me, possibly from the above 
cause, they do not seem suitable to the Fridjay evening Yigdal tune. 
Why not have gone “the whole hog” and used the words “ The God of 
Abraham praise” as set to the same melody, called “Leoni” in the 
Hiymn Books after its reputed composer ? 

Regarding accurate accentuation, I have noted the following: No. 1a, 
the Reader sings rightly Boruch’, the Choir answers Bo'ruch ; inthis case 
it is a very slight error, but could have been managed correctly. 1b, same.

to use the transliteration employed in the C.P.B. which according to the 
phonetic system adopted is accurate (with explanation) but seems rather 
curmbersome. If could have been simplified with at least equal accuracy. 
In any case an easy pronunciation table would be desirable. The ugly l 
and OU, which probably do not belong to Hebrew at all, are retained— 
why not preserve the “T.yee” and “Oy-yee,” etc., of some parts of 
tussia and Poland? THE JEWISH CHRONICLE’S trausliterations are 
models of what phonetic Hebrew shculd be. True they represent 
the Jerusalem (old inhabitants) or Sephardic pronunciation which 
is similar, but that is generally conceded to be the classic pro- 
nunciation. Some little time ago an influential member of the 
Community wrote to the Council of Jews’ College advocating the use of 
the Jerusalem or Sephardic pronunciation in Ashkenazi synsgogues. A 
member of the Council was reported to have remarked, “ We cannot turn 
our Synagogues into Portuguese,” as though change of Liturgy or Ritual 
bad been suggested. But, perhaps, though desirable, it would not be 
necessary to go quite so far, at any rate at present. A start could be 
made by abolishing the I (as in “Ice”) and ou (as in “ House”) and 
substituting e (asin “Grey”) and o (as in “Show”). I have good 
authority for this suggestion and have, where direction rests 
with me, long since done so. But correct accentuation takes 
precedence of correct vowels. The errors I have called attention 
to could be rectified without undue difficulty. I hope this letter 
may do something to call attention to the proper pronunciation of the 
splendid Hebrew language. The Children’s Prayer Book being intended 
for young people should, from an educational point of view, be scrupu.- 
lously correct in every way. Itis generally agreed that with regard to 
prayer the hearts of children can be reached easier through song than by 
any other means. But the song should be accurate.

Talmud Torah Trust. 
THE NEW PRESIDEXT. 


At the meeting of the Executive Committee heid last week, the 


newly clected President, Mr. L. Schalit, was welcomed by Dayan Dr. A. 
Feldican on behalf of the Trust. In describing the present position of 
the Trust, Dayan Dr. Feldman said he would be the first to admit that 
the Organisation and its work needed improvement in many directions 
due chiefly to its financial weakness. Io spite of those drawbacks a 
great deal had been accomplished by the Trust during the twenty years 
of its existence. The last two years had been critical, but he was confi- 
dent that. with the support of the new Chairman and the goodwill of all 
Who were concerned in the cause of Talmud Torah, a fresh cra was about 
to dawn both for the Trust and for its affiliated institutions. He thought 
that the time had come when they would have to appoint an Education 
Officer who, with theaid of the membersof the Education Committee, would 
carry out the difficult work of inspecting and supervising the instruction 
given in the Talmud Torahs and Yeshibot. The Chairman signified bis 
intention of visiting all the Talmud Torahs in order to become acquainted 
with their work. The Committee allocated the grant of £300 made by the 
Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes to the following Talmud Torahs: 

Beth Hasefer, Bethnal Green, Bow, Brick Lane, Camden Town, Commercial! 
Road. Crovden, Dalston, Great Garden Street, Lambeth, North Kensington, 
Reddmans Road (Boys’). Redmans Road (Girls’), Shepherd's Bash, South Hack 
ney, Tottenham, United Workmen's Synagogue and Wellington Road. 

The arrangements made by the Education Committee for holding 
the second competitive examiaation for Talmud Torah pupils in March

The Talmud Torahs.

sin,—Although outwardly there has been no change in the deplorable 
position in which Talmud Torahs have for some time existed, in reality 
various undercurrents are at work. 

To deal first with the Federation of Synagogues—this organisation, 
which has professed itself to be deeply concerned with the fate of the 
Talmod Torahs, refused to make any grant to the Trust, regarding it as 
moribund. Instead, it placed to a reserve, together with its Burial 
Society, one thousand guineas which it proposed to distribute itself. 

Then, as a next stage, the Federation held itself to be the successor of 
the Trust. “Who,” it exclaimed in so many words, “is so concerned 
about these Institutions, which are the life blood of the Anglo-Jewish 
mass, as we, the custodians of ‘ right wing’ Orthodoxy! ” 

With this contention, the Federation proposed to play for power. It 
appointed an Education Committee, and obtained statistical information 

. from the various schools regarding their work and tHeir needs. But the 

Federation, in its desire to capture the glamoar, diverted from the spirit 
and the letter. The Edacation Committee has, I believe, met but once; 
and the fund nominally placed for the use of the Institutions is lying idle 
inthe bank. There is a rumour current that Councillor Davis negotiated 
with the Jewish War Memorial for a pound for pound grant, and that thie 
conversations proved abortive. Meanwhile, although a promise was 
made that the distribution would take place, nothing has been done, and 
the position of the Talmud Torahs is rapidly becoming worse and more 
serious. 

Then a new factor appears on the scene in the guise of the Union of 
Orthodox Congregations. Speaking in the abstract, this is the body 
which should work and strive whole-heartedly on behalf of London's 
Talmud Torahs. From the theoretical point of view, it is the very 
organisation to care for the schools as a whole, and not in any merely local 
or partisan spirit. Bat from the practical side, one must doubt whether 
it has, as yet, the power, the driving force or the undivided initiative to 
make it a valuable contributory factor in the matter. Itis yet in its 
infancy, and already has many loves. It has in mind, if not on paper, 
grandiose schemes, but the coat has to be cut in accordance with the 
cloth. On the other band, if it was to come forward wi:h a clear-cut, 
well-defined and formulated scheme for support, it is more than probable 
that it would receive communal commendation. 

And then there is the Talmud Torah Trust itself. All of us thought 
it dead ; there has been aresuscitation. Whether itis really 
or merely a false recording of the heart-beats, it is yet impossible to fore- 
tell. All that we know is that Mr. L. Schalit has become President. Mr. 
Schalit is known as a man of acumen and of the highest standing; a 
personality with the natural fair and ability to make bimself a driving

force, and reputed to be a vitalising influence in Jewish life. From his 
previous coign of dispassionate vantage he was able to see the unwhole- 
some mess in which Talmud Torahs were. To his hand now is the task of 
drawing the Institutions together, to bring to them the succour of the 
staff of life, and perchance, see that they get, too, a little butter with it, 

But all this calls for immediate action. The opportunity yet remains, 
by a not difficult process, if energetically pursued, to save London's 
Talmud Torahs from the niorass of practical extinction. 

The independent investigation by a representative of THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE has confirmed all that I have previously said concerning the 
precarious condition of these schools for religious training. “ There is 
hardly a Talmud Torah in London,” he says, emphasising my plea, “which 
is not suffering great financial hardship. Indeed, in many of these 
Institutions the work is being carried on in face of the greatest difficulties.” 

That indefatigable worker for the cause, Mr. Leon Edelshain, stresses 
in your issue of jast week what I have already advocated. He underlines 
and reinforces my contention that it is necessary to take concerted action 
if we are to save Talmul Torahs. i1t is essential, he asserts, 
immediately to convene a conference.

The Schweich Lectures. 
NEAR EASTERN LITERATURE. 

Mr. T. Eric Peet, Brunner Professor of Egyptology in the ' niversity 
of Liverpool, delivered the second of this year’s series of Schweich 
Lectures on Biblical Arcbwology at the Rooms of the Royal Academy, 
Burlington Gardens, W.,on Monday. Sir Israel Gollancz presided. 

The lecturer, whose subject was “A Comparative Study of the 
Literature of Egypt, Palestine and Mesopotamia,” in the course of his 
paper, said that the contributions of the Hebrews to the lyrics of the, 
world was very high. As early as the fifth dynasty the Egyptians 
possessed a certain power of imaginative writing which was not without 
its effect, and a passage which best illustrated this point was the 
“Cannibal Hymn.’ 

The lecturer read various excerpts from Egyptian lyrics, bymous and 
love songs and, quoting from II Samuel, chaptér xxii, said that the 
Egyptians never produced anything equ l to it for magnificence or power 
of description. The sbip of their genius, be added, swam in calmer and 
smoother waters. In Egypt, Palestine and Mesop>tamia, the Penitential 
Psalm bad a certain vogue, while in Palestine and Babylonia it was recog- 
nised as a definite type of literature and collections of such Psalms were 
made. In no branch of literature did the Hebrews establish a more detinite 
superiority than in this. He would not suggest that the Hebrew songs were 
based on Egyptian originals. He would only remind them that whereas 
in the case of the Egyptian love songs, they had copies as early as 1200 B.c., 
the Song of Solomon could hardly be earlier than 400 B.c, Ifthe Egyptians 
were the inventors of the Love Poem, they might well regard it as one of 
their chief contributions to literature. The lyric form developed among 
the Egyptians rather slowly and it came but gradually into its own.

Rabbi Daiches on the Sanctity of Marriage. 


Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches devoted his sermon last Sabbath at the 
Graham Street Synagogue to a survs y of the position in regard to the 
‘sanctity of marriage and the Jewish conception of it as a source of life- 
‘long happiness. He contrasted this view with the views expressed by 


many moderu writers, poets, dramatists, novelists and psych logists who - 


conveyed the impression that it was not loyalty but variety that gave 
satisfaction and made life interesting to men and women. The idea that 
marriage was the evening of love, or indifferent to it, said Dr. Daiches. 
was one of those pagan conceptions which Judaism had always combated 
and which was condemned in the itible, Talmud and Rabbinic literature. 
The social and political equality of the sexes—in itself most desirable— 
»yhad created many grave problems; but, if regarded in the right light, it 
ought to strengthen rather than weaken the conceptioas of marriage as a 
real partnership, as an ideal companionship, as a source of strength and 
ylife-long contentment. Rules of conduct and of etiquette which were 
latended to act as moral. safeguards were being discarded as 
meaningiess and burdensome restrictions; parental control was 
weakening, and the example set to young people by their 
elders often led to disastrous consequences. The'process of assimila- 
tion had brought those dangers near to the door of the Jewish 
home. The sanctity of that home, the purity of the Jewish family 
life had for many centuries been the main source of Jewry's strength. 
Nothing had done so much to give the Jew strength and to enable him to 
withstand all hostile forces as his exemplary moral life, his domestic 
virtues, his ideal home-life which was admired by friend and foe 
alike. And the 5°74 NWN, the woman of worth, in Jewish life 
and literature was not the woman who could only find pleasure 
outside her own home bunt the wife “in whom the heart of her 
husband trusted,” who “looked well after the ways of her household and 
ate not the bread of idleness,” whose “children rose up and called her 
blessed” and whose “husband praised her.” That ideal ought not to be 
lost sight of and it was the duty of all who could influence the present 
generation to call attention to the dangers that would ensue asa result 
ofthe loss of that ideal. Religious leaders and others ought not to be 
deterred by the rejoinder they so often heard that “the new generation 
was different f.om the old “and that “we were living in a new age.” 
There were certaia principles, ideals, virtaes that were eternal and 
unchangeable, and they could not be discarded without the risk 
being iacurred of losing the human dignity and Divine sanctity ino 
their lives. For Jews and Julaism, concluded the preacher, the reten- 
tion and fostering of the ancient Jewish virtues and moral ideals were 
of overwhelming importance. For if the stronghold of the Jewish home 
were allowed to fall, the whole structure of the spiritual life of the Jew 
was bound to collapse, and neither the Synagogue nor the practice of 
Jewish ceremonial laws would then be able to save Judaism or to 
preserve the Jewish people.

My COUSIN, 

I once met a man who beld a p2culiar theory of Jewish history. He 
honestly believed that when Jews were obedient to the Torak—which for 
him meant the whole gamut of Biblical and Taimudical Ordinances as 
explained and codified by later Rabbinical authority—they were 
unmolested and happy; and that, contrariwise, when they were disobedient 
to the Torah, they had to endure persecution and suffering. The very 
simplicity of this theory seemed to be against it; for so complex a texture 
as Jewlsh history, a simple, me “-hanical, almost childish explanation will 
hardly suffice. Yet I believe there are good folk all over the world who 
nurs» this remarkable conception. 

Turning over the problem in my mind, I was at once struck, as, 
indeed, anyone with the most elementary knowledge would be, by the 
fac: that Jews were not the only people who in the records of history 
have suffered persecation. If Jews have suffered, Christians, Moslems 
and heathens have suffered no less. It is, of course, difficult to appraise 
the exact degree of persecution, and the Jews may claim that their perse- 
cution has been continuous for nearly 2,000 years, and that they sti!l bave 
to meet senseless prejudice which afflicts certain classes of non-Jews 
almost like a madness. I recalled, for example, that in the Roman 
Empire Christians often suffered more than Jews. From the time of 
Nero to that of Diocletian the Christians were in a far worse plight 
than their fellow-sufferers, the Jews. I recalled also that in the middle 
cf the third century, when the new Persian zealots determined to 
re-establish fire worsbip in that country, the Jews were persecuted and 
oppressed, and so als» were the Christians in Persia. It was the same 
atory when Christianity became the State religion.

The 
Code of Theodosian and the laws of the Visigoths in Spain. were equally 
severe on Jews and non-ortbodox Christians. In a later age in Spain the 
Jew, shared the prejadice against them with the Moslems. The third 
l.ateran Council in 1179 forbade Jews and Moslems alike to employ 
Christian servants. The Council of Tarracona in 1239 specially stressed 
the prohibition against Jews and Moslems keeping Christian nurses for 
their children, while a later Council of Tarracona, in the year 1529, pro- 
hibited Jews and Moslems from working on Christian holidays. Mos'ems 
and Jews were both victims of the persecution of 159lin Spain. ‘They 
were likewise partners in suffering at the hands of the Inquisition, which 
burnt not only Jews and Moslems but also heretic:, Protestants, and 
hysterical old women who were held to be witches. 

It was the same in other countries. When the Polish Crusade 
marched against the Turks in 1463, their first victims were Jews and 
heretics. In the period of awakening Protestantism in Germany legisla- 
tion was directed against Jews and Nonconformists. In Catholic 
countries Jews and Protestants suffered a like fate, while in Lithuania in 
the year 1583 Jews and Moslems were excluded from public offices and 
both were subjected to aspecial poll tax. Was it otherwise in England 
in the 18th century? Is it not possible to argue that Papists were perhaps 
more hated than Jews? 

As a matter of fact it may even be contended that when it came to 
prejudice and persecution Jews were treated less barshly than non-Jews. 
As far back as the Roman Empire Judaism was classed as a religio lic ita, 
while Christianity was distinctly a re/igio i.l/icita. It would seem that 
Christians and Moslems hated each other far more than they hated the 
Jews, and the story of the King of the Chazars, of whom Jehuda Hal i 
writes, isnomere parable. In bis private conversations with the Christiau 
the royal philosopher asked the Christian point blank which of the two he 
preferred, the Jews or the Moslems. The answer came quickly and 
without doubt: he preferred the Jews. When the King put the same 
question to the Moslem, he likewise, with the same certainty, expressed 
his preference for the Jew far above the Christian. The moral 
of the story appears to be borne out by the report of a medieval 
Jewish traveller in Palestine, who declares that Moslems called 
Christians “dogs and sons of dogs,” whereas if the Jew was but just 
tolerated, he was at least never insultel in the same way. One other 
point is worth bearing in mind in this connection. Ia the Middle Ages, 
while the expulsion of Jews from countries and cities was an all too 
frequent occurrence, a3 a general ruie it was never theintentioa of their 
porsecutors utterly to destroy the Jewish people. Against the heretics, 
on the other hand, utter destruction was the calculated policy of the 
Church. We find, for example,in 1255 a Church Council forbidding 
Crusaders and other Christians to kill or harm a Jew, or rob him of his 
¢ ods or chattels, or do him any other wrong, seeing that “the Church 
tolerates the Jews (cum cecclesit Jutlaeos sustireat) because the Church 
dos not desire the death of the sinner, bu rather that he ta a from his 
evil way andlive.” Pope Celestine V (who-diedin 1294) while he does not 
express love for the Jews, urges that they should be entreated by reason 
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and not by force to adopt Christianity (Judaci debent potius auctoritatibus 
et ra‘icnibus quam aspertatibus ad fidem provocari). 

What was the reason for this preference? Ose suggestion perhaps is 
that it was recogoised in authoritative circles that the Jews were 
carriers of tradition, of culture, of religious teaching, and accordingly 
they were respected, more especially as everybody realised that they 
were responsible for the Bible, and that Judaism was the mother 
religion of both Christianity and Islam. As far back as the 
Talmud days there would app2ar to be ground for this 
suggestion. The Talmuli relates a story of Rabbi Yochanan 
who, one day sitting in the Synagogue at Sepphoris deep in bis studies, 
did not notice a high official who was passing by, and accordingly omitted 
to greet him. The attendants of the great man were on the point of 
teaching Rabbi Yochanan a lesson. But their master, showing more 
perspicuity than his attendants, beld them in check, saying, “ Let him be, 
for he is occupying himself with the laws of his Creator.” It wasa well-| 
established principle of the Church throughout the whole of the Middle’ 
Ages to tolerate the Jews, even though they might be subjected to 
oppression, because they were living witnesses to the truth of the faith of 
the Mother Church. St. Augnstine expressed the doctrine in its simplicity. 
“The Jews,” he says, “are scattered among all peoples as witnesses of 
their own wrong-doing and of our truth (/e tes iniquitatis suae et veri/atis 
nostrae) ; they possess the holy books which contain Christian prophecies.” 
Even the position of Jews as serfs of the Holy Roman Empire was an 
advantage in that it gave them protection against the persecutions and 
malefactions of petty over-lords. If they suffered oppression at: least 
that oppression, so to say, was centralised. If they were interfered wit) 
unduly, the power of the Holy Roman Empire punished the offender in 
protection of the Jews. 

It may be, too, that another explanation for the somewhat high-grade 
preju lice which was meted out to the Jews was their economic efficiency. 
In many a town they contributed no small share to the economic up. 
building of the city’s life, and not a few cases are recorded in history 
where the citizens of a town petitioned the Government of their country 
when Jews .had been expelled that the Jewish residents should be 
allowed to return. 

Reflecting on these tendencies, my mind dwelt on yet another form of 
graded prejudice. As long as Jews remained Jews they were despised 
and persecuted; if any of them became faithless, the Church hugged 
these weaker brethren to its bosom. The story is old; you meet with it 
in Rome. By an order cf the Senate in the year 19 of the Common Era, in 
the reign of Tiberius, Jews were expelled from Rome, but special excep. 
tion was made for those who had renounced the Jewish faith, 
Experience of this sort must have been fairly common, for the Widras 
actually quotes it. “Come tous,” the Midrash makes the heathens say 
“and we will reward you by high office.” Throughout the Middle Ages it 
Was a regular practice. When, for instance, the Jews were expelled 
from Franco. in 1152, Jewish converts to Christianity were specifically 
excepted from the law. So pampered were these Jewish converts to 
Christianity, that Christian thieves and good-for-nothings gave them- 
selves out as Jewish Christians. In some countries these gentry 
were assured of so much favour that the highest honours in the 
land were showered upon them. In the year 1588, the con. 
stitution of Lithuania provided that converted Jews and Jewesses, as 
well as their descendants, should automatically be ennobled. If research 
could be made into the matter it would doubtless be found that in this 
way the Jew was contributory in no small measure to the European 
nobility in almost every country. There is a well-known story of King 
Joseph of Portugal, which illustrates this tendency very pointedly. The 
monarch one day decided that all the crypto-Jews in his realm, as wel! 
as allthose who were in any way of Jewish origin, should be made to 
wear a yellow hat in order that they might be distinguished from the 
pure Portuguese. When this Ordinance was made public, the first 
Minister of the King, Senhor Pombal, appeared at the Palace with three 
yellow hats, and on beiog asked for whom they were intended, replied : 
“ Oae for myself, one for the chief Inquisitor anj one for Your Majesty.” 
The nobility of Eagland is no exception in regard to this tendency. 
Perhaps one day we shall be given a complete picture of Jewish racial 
influence onthe British peerage. 

It was evident that the simple explanation of the persecution suffered 
by Jews as propounded to me by the stranger to whom I have referred wil! 
hardly serve. It seems more likely that Jewish suffering was due not so 
much to Divine punishmeat as to humin hatred. Moreover, if Jews bad 
to putup with prejudice, prejudica was the lot of others likewise. It 
may even be that the prejadica towards Jews was not always so intense 
as towards other poople. It would seem that there are grades of prejudice.

Our natural sympathies go 
out to the wild, frank, manly figure, that delights im the chase, that has 
no time for sordid calculations, or for the consequences of his activities, 
and that is so easily moved to tears, when disappointment overtakes him. 
His cry is very human after all. “Hast thou but one biessing, O my 
father’ Bless me, me also, O my father.” Even the Kabbis remember 
to give Esau his due.

Sabbath Genesis xxv., 19~—xxviii., 9.

If they were interfered with 
unduly, the power of the Holy Roman Empire punished the offender in 
protection of the Jews. 

It may be, too, that another explanation for the somewhat high-grade 
preju lice which was meted out to the Jews was their economic efficiency. 
In many a town they contributed no small share to the economic up- 
building of the citys life, and not a few cases are recorded in history 
where the citizens of a town petitioned the Government of their country 
when Jews had been expelled that the Jewish residents should be 
allowed to return. 

Reflecting on these tendencies, my mind dwelt on yet another form of 
graded prejudice. As long as Jews remained Jews they were despised 
and persecuted; if any of them became faithless, the Church hugged 
these weaker brethren to its bosom. The story is old; you meet with it 
in Rome. By an order cf the Senate in the year 19 of the Common Era, in 
the reign of Tiberius, Jews were expelled from Rome, but special excep- 
tion was made for those who had renounced the Jewish faith. 
Experience of this sort must have been fairly common, for the Nidras' 
actually quotes it. “Come to us,” the Midrash makes the heathens say 
“and we will reward you by high office.” Throughout the Middle Ages it 
Was a regular practice. When, for instance, the Jews were expelled 
from Franc. in 1182, Jewish converts to Christianity were specifically 
excepted from the law. So pampered were these Jewish converts to 
Christianity, that Christian thieves and good-for-nothings gave them- 
selves out as Jewish Christians. Im same countries these gentry 
were assured of so much favour that the highest honours in the 
land were showered upon them. In the year 1588, the con- 
stitution of Lithuania provided that converted Jews and Jewesses, as 
well as their descendants, should automatically be ennobled. If research 
could be made into the matter it would doubtless be found thatin this 
way the Jew was contributory in no small measure to the European 
nobility in almost every country. There is a well-known story of King 
Joseph of Portugal, which illustrates this tendency very pointedly. The 
monarch one day decided that all the crypto-Jews in his realm, as well 
as allthose who were in any way of Jewish origin, should be made to 
wear a yellow hat in order that they might be distinguished from the 
pure Portuguese. When this Ordinance was made public, the first 
Minister of the King, Senhor Pombal, appeared at the Palace with three 
yellow hats, and on beiog asked for whom they were intended, replied : 
“ One for myself, one for the chief Inquisitor anl one for Your Majesty.” 
The nobility of Eagland is no exception in regard to this tendency. 
Perhaps one day we shall be given a complete picture of Jewish racial 
influence onthe British peerage. 

It was evident that the simple explanation of the persecution suffered 
by Jews as propounded to me by the stranger to whom I have referred will 
hardly serve. It seems more likely that Jewish suffering was due not so 
much to Divine pusishmeat as to hum1in hatred. Moreover, if Jews bad 
to putup with prejudice, prejadics was the lot of others likewise. It 
may even be that the prejudica towards Jews was not always so intense 
as towards other poopie. It would seem that there are grades of prejudice.

plain man, dwelling in tents, — 

The destinies of the twin brothers, were foretold before their birth. 
Each was to be the founder of a people, that throughout their common 
history would constantly be at variance and in conflict with one another. 
The struggle for precedence that began at birth would go on. The 
elder would serve the younger, though at times he would. break 
the. yoke from off his neck. The opposition between them was 
inherent in their separate natures. 


li'ven their physical qualities were 
piainly in contrast. 


The rough and hairy skin of Esau betokened a 
rough nature, the predominance of the animal over the spiritual. 
That rough animal nature developed and increased. There was 
nothing to stay its development. It showed itselfin the calling that he 
flowed, in his wild life, his indulgence of appetite, his total disregard 
for the consequences of his own impetuosity. His father’s gentle dis. 
position possibly even admired these bold activities of his elder son, 
especially as they contributed to his own creature comforts. The early 
stories of his twin brother Jacob are no more calculated to win our 
admiration than are those about sau. It is a tribute to the scriptural 
record that it never seeks to withhold from us a true knowledge of the 
failings ofits heroes. In this case also the tendency appeared at birth. 
Jacob would hold Esau by the heel and so hinder that which he could not 
prevent. And when the boys grow up he takes advantage of his brothier's 
ravenous hunger, or uncontrollable appetite, to wrest from him the birth 
right that- Esau holds in such light esteem. Later in life by equally dis- 
creditable means—the false impersonation of bis brother, Le deceives his 
old biind father, and forestalls the blessing Isaac had intended for his elder 
son. Truly no estimable character is here. Our natural sympathies go 
out to the wild, frank, manly figure, that delights in the chase, that has 
mo time for sordid calculations, or for the consequences of his activities, 
and that is so easily moved to tears, when disappointment overtakes him. 
His cry is very human after all. “Hast thou but one blessing, 0 my 
father’ Bless me, me also, O my father.” Even the Rabbis remember 
to give Esau his due. Brotherly affection was not one of his character- 
istics. But clearly he was not insensible to filial duty. He responded to 
the love his father Isaac showered upon him. Rabbi Simeon ben 
Gamaliel says that though he had endeavoured to the best of his ability 
to fulfil the command to honour his parents, he had not succeeded in 
showing one-hundreth part of Esau’s devotion to his father. 


But the characters of these two brothers lie much deeper than may 
appear from any cursory reading of the stories of their youth. They 
were the forerunners of races destined each to play a part in the world, 
and, as bas been said, frequently to clash and be in conflict one with the 
other. The parts these peoples had to play were implanted in them as 
an inheritance left them by their forbears. ‘“ The evil that men do lives 
afterthem.” Thatistrue enoug?). But Judaism does not subscribe to 
the doctrine that “ the good is oft interred with their bones.” It holds, 
on the contrary, that it is just “the good” which may survive, which 
may conquer the evil in the life of an individual to his own lasting 
benefit and to the uplifting of the race that follows after 
The conquest of self that Jacob achieved was of far greater 
importance than the mastery he had been promised over Esau. Esau 
bas a pature that has no sense of the value of things spiritual. He deals 
50 lightly with religious opportunities as to fling them utterly away. He 
is one of those who for a brief gratification of sensual taste will barter 
away a whole heritage of manhood. Heis led by impulse, betrayed by 
appetite, everything by turns and nothing long. To-day he despises his 
birthright.. To-morrow he breaks his heart for its loss. To-day he vows 
be will slav his brother. To-morrow he falls upon his neck and kisses 
him. His is a nature too shallow for anything of value to take root in. 
What can the birthright mean to such ashe? It seems to have meant 
‘much indeed to their mother and to the younger son she loved. As 
far as it may have meant worldly advantage, it was well that 
Jacob never reaped any of it. The mother suffered the consequences of 
her act. Jacob is exiled from her forever. He leaves his father’s house 
a poor man and a fugitive, pursued by the hatred of the brother he has 
wronged, haunted by the loneliness of the mother, who has tempted 
him, and the thought of the blind father, whom he has deceived. He 
is no favourite of fortune, such as perhaps his father thought he had 
unwittingly made of hiin. He is pursued through life with toil and 
labour and misfortune. ‘Few and evil’’ he says at the end of his career 
‘‘ have been the days of the years of my sojourning on earth.’’ Neither 
the birthright nor the blessing seem to have been quite so easily obtained. 
Yet birthright and blessing came to Israel, through Jacob and through no 
other. For God had seen more deeply into Jacob's heart and found there 
something worthy of culture and‘of preservation. Jacob learned his lesson 
in a hard school. The stones of his pillow at Luz were typical. But he 
was able by a vision of God to transform them into Beth E!, a house of God 
And the vision did not come to a heart that had not been prepared. Later 
he can struggle with an angel and prevail. But he knows by that time 
what inward struggle means. Already ia youth he is steadfast in his 
purposes and constant in his affections. He can serve twice seven years 
for the woman that he loves. Who can imagine an Esau with such 
vision, such constancy, or such faithfulness? God looketh to the heart, 
and He chooseth His own instruments. He leaves them not, till they 
accomplished the work He bids them do.

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Judaism and Modern Thought. 


By Professor MAURICE H. FARBRIDGF, 
[In Interview. | 


Professor Maurice H. Farbridge, who six years ago left his 
native city of Manchester, to take up the position of Professor in 
the sc ience of Religion at the State University of lowa, in America, 
recently arrived in this country on a 
years leave. 


Professor Farbridge has to his credit 
a fine record of scholastic achievements. 
He opened the Honours School of Semitic 
Studies at Manchester University; he is 
a double Fellow of the University where, 
in 1918, he was appointed special lecturer 
in Assyriology and Oriental History. At 
the same time he was working with 
Professor Elliot Smith, F.R.S., on various 
problems in cultural anthropology. During 
the late war he held a Government appoint: 
ment in connection with the Near East. 

In the course of an_ interview, 
Professor Farbridge who is a Fellow of 
the American Etbnological Society told a representative of Tur 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, that at the State University of lowa there are 
two other Professors—~ Protestant and a Catholic—who also hold 
Chairs in the same school of Religion. In addition to teaching 
the philosophy and psychology of religion and comparative religion 
he also gives lectures on Jewish bistory and Jewish philosophy. 

“From the very outset,” said Professor Farbridge, “there was a clear 
understanding that this unification of the different religious elements 
would not mean a whittling down of anyone's sincere religious convictions. 
Each cone could represent his own conception of Réligion in the way. it 
appeared to him according to his own lights.” 

As far as he was aware, there was no Jewish scholar in England or 
the States who held a similar position to his, “and,” added the Professor, 
“this is the great tragedy of the spiritual side of Jewish life—we have 
scholars interested in Halacha and Hagada in Bible and Talmud, but 
we bave few or no scholars who are interested in the interpretation of 
Judaism in terms of modern thought. 

“During the Middle Ages we had men of the type of Saadya, 
Maimonides, Yehuda Halevi and Bachya, and even within recent years 
we had scholars of the type of Nachman Krochmal and Herman Cohen 
whose task it was to interpret Judaism in terms of modern thought. 
The tragedy to-day is that we have so few scholars who are interested 
in the subject.” 

Professor Farbridge who belongs to the traditional element in Jewry, 
has written a number of books including “ Studies in Biblical and Semitic 
Symbolism,” and “Judaism and the Modern Mind.” He is also the 
Editor of the Festival Prayer Book for thejUnited Synagogue of America, 

The object of teaching the Science of Religion, said Professor Farbridge, 
was to examine the whole conception of the spiritual life from the angle of 
sociology, psychology, philosophy, comparative religion and anthropology. 
There were about 150 students at the lowa school. He lectured six 
hours a week to three classes, most of his time being devoted to research 
and writing. He has also been collaborating with a scholar of international 
repute, E. Dy Starbuck, in a work which is announced to appear shortly. 

“Have you many Jews among your students?” 

“ About forty,” was the reply. 

Professor Farbridge said he was trying to get Jews to become more 
interested in the Science of Religion. . 

Our whole trouble to-day,” he declared, “is the utter chaos which 
exists in Jewish religious circles due to the lack of interpreting Judaism 
in terms of modern thought. I believe, for example, that if we had a 
deeper conception and understanding of what Jewish tradition means, of 
what the social values in Judaism mean—what I might describe as the 


Jewish social consciousness—a great deal of the Opposition to traditional 
Jewish symbols and ceremonies whick comes from certain circles would 
disappear. 

Of course, our weakness has been two-fold—lack of balance and lack 
of critical profundity. Oar Jewish critics have been unable to realise 
that recent developments in the field of Science, particularly in the fields 
of ethnology, comparative religion and sociology, instead of tearing out by 
the roots all that is sacred in Jewish life, are helping us to re-interpret 
afresh with much greater understanding and clearer insight, the great 
spiritual values of Judaism. 

“If we are to find firm foundations for a progressive, practical life, we 
must constantly be on the search for fresh principles, and itis the absence 
of a clear conception of principles that occasions some, at Icast, of the 
perplexities with which Judaism is confronted to-day. 

“ Was it not John Locke who told us that Goa has not been so sparing 
to men as to make them two-legged creatures and leave Aristotle to make 
them rational? The reflective spirit, not by furnishing us with dogmas of 
final conclusions or even with definite ‘ines of action, but by the insight 
which develops in us what Plato called ‘ The Synoptic MinJd,’—the mind 
that enables us to see things steadily, as well as to see them whole—needs 
to be cultivated more and more by Jewish thinkers of to-day. 

“There is a form of Judaism,” continued Professor Farbridge, “which 
has continued throughout the ages and which may be described as the 

Normative ' type of Judaism. Being soundly based on the priaciple of

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What Great Britain Promised. 


THE MEANING OF THE BALFOUR DECLARATION, 


By HERBERT SIDEBOTHAM. 


It is twelve vears since Lord Balfour made his promise of a national 
home in Palestine for Jews. That promise was later converted mto an 
act of international policy by the Supreme Council at San Remo and later 
«till reconstituted into a Deed of Trust by the League of Nations. The 
promise would etill bind Great Britain if she had never gone to Palestine 
but as Mandatory in Palestine she is bound 
not merely in honour to the Jews, but alike in honour and in the strictest 
legal forms to practically every nation inthe world. The troubles in Palestine 
are not local nor are they to be settled by local convenience. British obliga-

tions in this matter are world-wide.

“Trustworthy men could have been had for 
the asking. and Palestine, which has not cost the British taxpayer a penny 
since 1923, could have paid for them. Recent events therefcre present 
reasonably proud Englishmen like this writer with two equally humiliating 
explanations to choose from. Either we are less competent than the Turks 
to maintain order and protect life amd property, cr for some reason or other . 
England has not put her heart into her work in Palestine and some influences 
have been sapping her resolution and impairing her naturel shrewdness 
and practical good sense. The second is the true explanation. Let us 
make-no mistake. It is not the Arabs, poor ¢upes, who are on trial, but 
the British administration; and the charge is a very definite one, namely, 
that there has been sufficient disloyalty in the <dministration to produce 
all the effects of a breach of trust and to fasten on the.good name of England 
the suspicion of either incompetence or ill-will. 


A Jewish State. 

There can be no doubt that when the promise was made what wes in 
mirid as the ultimate ideal was the establishment of a Jewish State in 
Palestine. That is evident from the caveat attached to the promise that 
nothing should be done that may prejudice the political status of Jews in 
other countries. Stoyanovsky explains that this caveat was put in because 
some Jews in Western Europe feared that they might lose their citizenship 
of the countries in which they lived; but what could even conceivably 
suggest such a risk short of the establishment of a Jewish State in Palestine ? 
The preamble to the Mandate was clearer still when it spoke of the recog- 
nition given by the promise “to the historical connection of the Jewish 
people with Palestine and to the grounds for reconstituting their nat ional 
home in that country."’ In what sense would there be “ reconstitution ° 
unless the goal were a Jewish State ? 

In interpreting the promise one must remember the dominant iWeas 
of the time. The war began with outrage on the rights of a nation——the 
invasion of Belgium—and with some assistance from [resident Wilson's 
principle of self-determination it ended with a positive orgy of new and revived 
nationalities Poland, Lithuania, Esthonia, Czechoslovakia, Jugoslavia, 
Arab Mesopotamia. Why not a Jewish State, seeing that the Jews were 
the classic example in all history of denial of nationality to a race distinct 
from all others, powerful, numerous and intensely self-conscious, with 4 
vearning for Zion that transcended in antiquity and in fervour any other 
patriotism, realised or thwarted ? The Arabs are perfectly right— that, 
nothing less, was what the promise implied. If all that was meant was 


they had a dozen such homes already in Hampstead, New York, Johannes bury 
and other places. The British Government itself, in its diplomatic repre- 
sentations to Turkey, at one time was fond of insisting that they hed that 
right in Palestine anyhow. : 

If that be what Lord Balfour meant it may be asked why he did not say 
it. But the answer is simple. It is one thing to say that elements already 
in a country shall form a state; it is another to say that people shall come 
from all parts of the world to form a state. Lord Balfour was not in a position 
to promise that they would come; ner did he know whether they would 
come in numbers sufficient to form a state; ner how the experiment would 
work out. He therefore covered himself by using an ambiguous phrase which 
would apply equally to a political state or to a mere focus of natioan| self- 
consciousness. But that the ideal of statehood was the inspiration of the 
promise there is no doubt. Lord Balfour, I feel sure, must have meant that, 
and | know that Mr. Lloyd George meant it ; and it must not be forgotten 
that Mr. Llovd George was Prime Minister at the time and was as keen a 
friend to Jewish aspirations as any one. It is a fact eloquent in itselfthat Dr. 
Weizmann spent 2 part of the first Armistice Day in his company. 


The Arab Ciaim. 


Nor was there any injustice to the Arabs in the idea of a Jewish State in 
Palestine. The country is no bigger than Wales and is a mere Naboth's vine- 
yard compared with the vast territorial heritage of the Arabs. The Arabowes 
his ¢elivery from the Turk to England, and he has been endowed by her with 
a magnificent national home end full state rights in Mesopotamia. He has 
even less right to state recognition in Palestine than in Syria or any part of 
North Africa ; for there never was an Arab state of Palestine, and if one were

free immigration with liberty to influence politics end make pots of money 
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founded it would not survive for five years. When he talks of  « right of self. — 


determination in Palestine he really means his right to suppress Palestine 
and to merge it with some other country. Palestine as a political unit is a 
ghost of the Jewish past alone. It has never had a separate existence as a 
political unit except through the Jew, nor will it ever have in the future. 
In giving Palestine to the Jew as a national centre. therefore. Lord Balfour 
was not assigning the property of any one else but was giving something 
actually non-existent and capable of coming into existence only by means of 
the Jew. | 

If these truths had been told to the Arab clearly enough and plamly 
enough he would have settled down to their logic. would have given up the 
idea of addirg Naboth’s vinevard to his immense territorial possessions, 
He would have been perfectly satisfied with the protection of his civil and 
religious rights, and content to take the rest in cash and in pride of a common 
citizenship cf & country which partnership with the Jew might make the leaven 
of the whole Eastern world. But unfortunately he was never told. Instead, 
the British Administration set out to-conciliate the Arab by whittling down 
the Mandate and telling him that it meant something less than it obviously 
did mean, and by offering him representative institutions which he despises 
and does not understand. The Turk would have regarded the expression of 
any political views by a Palestinian Arab as a comic impertimence. And when 
his conqueror began to attempt to conciliate and almost to apologise for hie 
presence in Palestine the Arab naturally jamped to the conclusion that the 
British did not believe in their mission, and would be grateful for an exc: re 
to get ri of it. At heart the Arab regarded it almost an act of politeness Lo 
agitate against the Balfour promise, which, apart from the fact of military 
conquest, was England's sole legal justification for being in Palestine at all. 
In the whole of history there has neve;4r heen ao ridiculous an example of 
false valuation of respective political and moral forces as during the High 
Commussionership of Sir Herbert Samuel and, later, in the course of the out- 
break last August. 


A “Miserable Descent.” 

How came the country of the Balfour promise, which the world regarded 
as 4 master-stroke of statesmanship worthy of the English political genius 
at its best, to be responsible for the miserable descent to recent happenings ? 
The answer is a long and complicated story ; it is impossible here to do more 
than indicate what would’ be the chapter headings of a full explanation. Some 
of the causes are due to war reactions beyond the control of reason. As the 
nerves of the Chanak crisis to the heroism of the Gallipoli enterprise, so the 
missacres at Hebron and Safed to the victory at Megiddo. After four vears 
of war the British public fell in love with compromise and accommodation 
in forcign affairs for their own sakes ; so far did this mental reaction go that 
if the French had, at one time, proposed to annex Cornwall to Britanny the 
/ British, headed by the Daily Mail, would probably have proposed arbitration 
rather than fight about it. 

‘These moods naturally had their reaction on Palestinian policy. Fat 
lies helped—for example, the lie.about the awful expense of Palestine to 
the British taxpayer. The unpopularity of Mr. Lloyd George, who was 
quite as much as Lerd Balfour the author of the National Home, contributed 
in the same direction. as did also the strange conspiracy of silence on our 

alestinian policy, silence broken only by apologetic whittlings-down 
of the big ideal of which we had been appointed guardians with every 
circumstance of solemnity. 

There were, however, causés more specific and remediable. One of 
these was the misreading of the Arab character to which allusion has already 
been made. Another is the anti-Zionist bias of such society as Jerusalem 
boasts. ‘The aborigines of Palestine, Christian as well as Jewish and Arab, 
all for different reasons, disliked the ideal of the Zionists: The Christians 
because the creation of a modern progressive state in Palestine might injure 
Palestine as a vencrable antique ; the Arabs because they had no Palestinian 
patriotism, but regarded the country as a part of Arabia irredenta meneced 
by Western civilization and as fit only to lose its seperate existence and to 
be reunited ; the old Jewish population of Jerusalem because the religious 
views of the Zionist immigrants might not be quite orthcdox ; squires and 
capitalism generally because many of the immigrants came from Poland 
and Russia. For these and other reasons Zionism never became the fashion 
in Palestine, as one might have expected it to become in other circumstances. 

A yet more important cause was the fact that there was always en 
undercurrent of opposition to Zionism im the administrators of Palestine. 
The officials hac to be scraped together ; if there had been a Middle Eastern 
Civil Service, like the Indian Civil Service, there would have been a very 
different story to tell. Finally, the very energy of the Zionist effort helped 
to put the Government in a false position. Largely fer financial reasons 
it could not take a leading part in the development of the country along 
modern lines, and it found itself reduced by penury sometimes to the role 
of keeper of the ring between Jew and Arab, sometimes to that of champion 
of the Arabs and the status quo ante against the vigorous progressive spirit 
of the Jew. 

Purge the Palestine Administration. 

And the remedy, too, of the tragic disgrace that is threatened to the 
British name if this great trust goes amiss in our hands can only be indicated 
here in the form of headlines, each of which will carry discussion and edapta- 
tion. The heads of indispensable reforms are these : First, the Colonial Office 
Memorandum of 1922—in which the meaning of the promise of a * National 
Home” is whittled down in the vain hope of pleasing the Arabs—should 
be withdrawn, and instead we should frankly avow our intertion of creating 
in the future a Jewish State of Palestine with full proteccion for Arab civil 
and religious rights. After all, that is our Mandate in Palestine ; and apart 
from that we are merely imperialistic intruders. When the Arabs reproach 
us for carrying out our Mandate and working for the solution of a Jewish 
State, our answer should be ** Exactly ; if it were not for that we should not 
be here.’’ The most probable result would be the collapse of the Arab

Continental Anti-Semitism. 
The New President. 


[From our Correspondent.._New York.) 

The twenty-third annual meeting of the American Jewish Committes 
was heldin New York. The important business of the convention was 
the reading of the report of the Executive Committee. It began by 
paying tribute to Mr. Louis Marshall, Mr. Felix Fuld and other members 
who had passed away since the last annual imp ting, and went on to 
discuss matters domestic and foreign under its consideration during the 
past year, and aiso the status of the Jew abroad. 

lieferring to religious and racial intelerance, it was stated that few 
instances of this in America were brought to the attention of the 
Committee. Ailusion was made to the Committee's action in attempting 
to stop the Freiburg Passion play from being prolaced ; to the address of 
a New York real estate dealer who had referred ig a derogatory manner to 
the growing interests of persons of foreiga extraction in -the real estate 
business and the tendency of some of them to change their names; to 
the correspondence between Mr. Louis Marshall and the Rev. De. Alfred 
Williams Anthony on the qnestion of the Goodwill Movement and the 
prose ytising of Jews by Christians; to the chang» of policy of the 
authorities at Brown U aiversity in regard to fraternities, now permitting 
national or international fraternities having no racial or sectarian 
restrictions to establish chapters at the Universities. 

As to immigration, it was believed the Bill enacted last March, which 
legalised the admissi.n of aliens who had arrived ia America before Juse 
sed, 1921, and who had not been able to produce lega! proof of admission, 
was a great step forward. Regret was expressed that Congress had not 
repealed the National Origins Act, despite President Hoover's belief that 
ite repeal should have been effected. 

The report also referred to the Movemont against Calendar Keform ; 
to the negotiations with the American Jewish Congress, so rudely 
interupted by the death of Mr. Marshall. The Committee, through its 
Statistical Department bad during the past year, tabulated, classified 
and analysed the facts regarling Jewish organisations in the | nited 
States, and bad also prepared the directories and lists which were 
published in the American Jewish Year Book. 


Efforts on Behalf of Foreign Communities. 

A number of events in the foreign field had occupied the attention of 
the Committee. They had co-operated with other organisations in 
preventing the summary expulsion, last February, of 1,50) Russian 
refugees in Constantinople, of whom 809 were Jews. The Committee 
had investigated the situation of the Jews of the Yemen, but after 
conferring with other foreign organisations which were interested in the 
matter, it was decided that for the present existing conditions are 
unfavourable for initiating any steps for securing intervention with the 
Government of the Yemen. The Committee, together with other 
interested Jewish organisations, had been unable to prevent the passing 
of an anti-Shechita Billin Norway. This was due to the vigilance and 
action of groups hostile to Shechita, who prevented such intervention by 
making use of facilities afforded by Parliamentary procedure torush the 
Bill through the Norwegian Parliament. The report also touched on the 
recent Palestine outbreaks and the Movement to bring about changes 
in procedure in the Council of the League of Nations in dealing with the 
complaints of minorities in Earopean countries concerning the infraction 
of the rights guaranteed to them by international treaties. In this 
connection Mr. Marshall, upon learning last February that the rights of 
minorities would receive a great deal of attention at the then forthcoming 
meeting of the Council of the League of Nations, had communicated 
with representatives on th® Council, placing before them suggestions 
previously made by him to the Secretariat of the League of Nations 8, 
well as to influential statesmen individually, which Mr. Marshal! believed 
would greatly improve the procedure and render the guarantee of the 
League of Nations ia respect to the rights of minorities more eff ctive. 

The report concludes with a review of the position of the Jews in 
foreign countries. Particular stress is laid upon the widespread anti-

continuous development of Jewish thought and tradition, it has defied all 
forms of opposition and is the only basis on which our life as Jews can 
continue to-day. True, the type by which this “normative” form cf 
Judaism is expressed varies somewhat in different lands and climes. 
Many customs vary with local conditions. Symbols change or take upon 
themselves new meanings. Bat the heart of Jewish tradition forming 
the pattern on which the religious life of each local community is to be 
based, remains the same. 

“TI admire very much Anglo-Jewry’s staunch adherence to Jewish 
tradition, in spite of the inroads that are being made upon it just now. 
But I fear that the unreflective attitude of many of the Angio-Jewish 
leaders to the spiritual condition of their people may result some dayina 
terrible catastrophe. 

“ During my stay in this country | have visited various Synagogues in 
localities thickly populated with Jews,” added the Professor. “ But in 
few of these, at the Friday evening service, have I found more than half 
a dozon or so people, apart from the regular minyan men. Why cannot 
Rabbis in this country adopt the system which is prevalent in the United 
States, where, in addition to the Friday evening service, held at the com- 
mencement of the Sabbath, there is also a later service, for the special 
advantage of those whom economic conditions prevent from coming earlier ? 
This arrangement bas had a profound spiritual effect upon American 
Jewry and the later service has been adopted in some of the most orthodox 
congregations.” 

As to modifications in Jewish ceremonial observance, the Professor 
said: “The soul of the Jewish people has expressed itself in the past and 
will continue to express itself in the future, not by any revolutionary 
methods, sudden catch words and party phrases, but bya gradual develop- 
ment and progress in Jewish life based on a combination of reason and 
tradition. Our work, therefore, is not to abandon our ancient Jewish 
symbols and ceremonies, but rather to recover their true spiritual 
meaning. For somehow life has a fashion of surrounding itself with 
forms, clothing itself in barks and shells and husks, just as the fruit 
encases itself in a rind for safety. We may do away with Rabbinism, 
we may strip away husk after husk of outward distinction as well 
as all the artificial barriers and the enactments of separation which have 
grown up in Jewish life. But without symbol and caremony we can 
never succeed in bridging the gulf between the human and the eternal.” 

“The task of Jewry to-day,” said Professor Farbridge in conclusion, 
“therefore is to secure for itself a new type of leadership—a leadership 
that can interpret bistorical Jadaism in fresh and contemporary language 
—a leadership that while steeying Judaism through the stormy days 
through which it is now passing, will see that she is not freighted with 
deadweight, while at the same time taking care that every ounce of her 
precious cargo is preserved. Onve we secure that type of pilot, we necd 
have no fear for the future.” |

THE “DISPOSSESSED” FELLAHEEN. 


Britain's Promise of Arab Independence. 


THE GRAND MUFTI'S EVIDENCE. 


On Thursday and Friday morning last, Mr. SeLim FARAH, an agri- 
cultural engineer of Nazareth, made a long speech, describing the hard- 
ships of the fellaheen of the districts of Haifa and Nazareth, who had 
suffered as the result of land dispossession, following on the introduction 
of Jewish colonisation. Nazareth, he said, which had at one time been 
an important market town and the Esdraelon district had declined in 
significance and sustained heavy financial! losses because of the influx of 
Zionists colonists who did not trade withthe Arabs. He maintained that 
the Jews had no instinct for the land ; he produced some figures which, 
he alleged. showed that Jewish productivity was less than that of the 
Arabs, while its working expenses were higher. 

Sir Boyp Merriman, Counsel for the Jews, pointed out that Jewish 
ecricuitural production was greater than it had been previously, and that 
where Zionists bad acquired land, the peasants had been given compensa- 
tion or alternative areas for their use. He said that the real trouble in 
Nazareth was due to a total change of circumstances. The Russian 
pilgrims “ho used to spend a great deal of money there no longer came 
to the city, and owing to modern facilities of communications tourists 
and pilgrims were enabled to leave the city on the day of their arrival, 
instead of staying and spending money there. 

Witness attacked the Government for having selected a plot of land, 
which belonged to the Bedouins, for the Jewish Agricultural School, to be 
built with the money from the Kadoorie legacy. He declared that Arab 
villagers often accepted compensation from Jews when the land which 
they cultivated was sold, not because they agreed to. this course, but 
because they were unable to fight the Jewish purchaser in court. 

Sir Boyp to. the astonishment of witness, produced a Government 
document showing that the arrangement regarding the plot of land for 
the Jewish Agricultural School wasa_ perfectly amicable one .with 
Bedouin notables who signed the agreement. Moreover, the Bedouins 
received in exchange for five-hundred acres of land, which witness himself 
described as unfertile, seventeen hundred acres elsewhere. 

Witness then alleged that the agreement had been signed by the 
Arab notables, but that the ordinary tribesmen were displeased with it. 

As regards the agreement for compensation given to Afuleh Arab 
peasants, Sir Boyd showed that the late Sir Gilbert Clayton, as Chief 
Secretary, had himseif negotiated it and that nearly all the Arab tenants 
bad accepted it favourably with the exception ofa few, who had been 
incited by agitators from Jerusalem. He also stated that when the Jews 
proceeded to ploughing at Afuleh in 1925, it was done with the sanction 
of the Government. 

“Appropriating the Whole of Palestine.’ 


Mr. HAJ TewFrik HAMMAD, an Arab notable of Nablus, a former 
Mayor of Nablus, anda Vice-President of several Arab congresses, was an 
important witness on Friday. He played a prominent part in the negotia- 
tions conducted by the Arabs with Sir Herbert Samuel, and proudly 
referred tothe fact that he was a member of the Arab Delegation to 
London in 1922, which brought back the Churchill White Paper. Witness 
stated that every Palestinian Moslem and Christian Arab was convinced 
of the desire of the Jews to appropriate the whole of Palestine and rebuild 
the Jewish Temple. He referred to his conversations in London with 
Dr. Weizmann who, he said, had tried to persuade him to believe 
that Palestine could receive a large number of Jewish immigrants. 
He stated, however, that the Zionist leader failed to convince him and 
that the only impression he gained from him was that the Zionists 
intended to bring large numbers of Jews into Palestine. Otherwise, he 
said, Dr. Weizmann’s talk was pure deception, as was proved by the 
subsequent eviction of the Arabs from the Emek Jezreel and the present 
proceedings for the eviction of the Arabs from Wali Havant, which was 
purchased with Canadian Zionist money. 

Witness declared that the Nablus anti-Zionist Arabs were not 
fanatical, but were true patriots, and he felt sure that the Zionists never 
meant to adhere to the Churchill White Paper. He challenged the 
Zionists to accept now the creation of a Parliament in Palestine, if they 
did not mean to capture the whole country. 

Sir WALTER SHAW, the Chairman, asked him what made him believe 
that the Zionists were insincere. 

Witness replied that if the Zionists continued their present policy, 
they were bound to take possession of the whole country. 

Sir HENRY BETTERTON asked witness what was the cause of the last 
disturbances aud he replied that the Wailing Wall conflict was the drop 
of water which caused the glass to overflow, the Arabs already having 
been anxious about the destiny of their country and alarmed about the 
well-known Jewish ambitions to rebuild the Temple on the site of the 
Mosque el Aksa. As a proof of bis contentions, witness cited the pictures, in 
which the Zionist fag was alleged to be flying over the Dome of the Rock. 

Counsel for the Arabs, AUNI BEY, once again introduced the Mizrach 
pictures and the cartoons of the New York Zionist organ, the YIDDISHE 
VOLK, published in 192), to support this view. Witness then stated that 
the Grand Mafti and all Arab leaders shared his axxieties about the 

Jewish ambitions in Palestine. He stated that he fearel the Jewish 
ambitions even before the war, but that he became convinced about them 
after the Balfour Declaration. 


Witness denied that he told the Nablus Arab masses of his fears ol 
the Jews, and stated that he never incited the people there. He only 
discussed these matters with Arab notables. He did not even know 
that about a hundred and fifty Nablus Arab youths went to Jerusalem 
for the Moslem demonstration at the Wailing Wall on 16th August. He 
denied that the Grand Mufti had circulated a letter inviting the Arabs to 
prepare for the riots on 23rd August, and come to Jerusalem. Mr. Selim 
Farah then completed his evidence. He accused the Jews of introducing 
into Palestine agricultural diseases affecting the dairy cattle through hasty 
methods practised by unfit and inexperienced agriculturalists as he styled 
them. 

Zionists Stimulated the Disturbances! 

The next witness, Mr. ALFRED ROCH, a Jaffa orange grower, who 
described himself as a descendant of the Crusaders, stated that he was 
in Strasbourg on 4th October, when he attended a Jewish meeting, at 
which an appeal from Mr. Ussishkin, the Chairman of the Jewish 
National Fund, was circulated, urging the Jews to reply to the riots in 
Palestine by buying more land and sending new men to Palestine. He 
added’ that Dr. Schrameck, who spoke at the meeting, stated that the 
Jewish demonstration at the Wailing Wall om 9th Ab was intended to 
stimulate the Zionist appeals for funds. 

Counsel for the Arabs, Mr. SILLEY, stated that the Arab case was 
that the Zionists had stimulated the disturbances, in order to obtain more 
money for their funds. | 

The Arab witness, Mr. ABDUL RASHEED, was then recalled and cross- 
examined by Sir Boyd Merriman who established that in the picture pro- 
duced by witness from the Arab Press, which really represented a Rosh 
Hashanah greeting from a leshibah to its subscribers, the name of the 
Rabbi who sent those greetings had been carefully omitted from the letter- 
press. Tbat Rabbi died before the war, and the fall reproduction of the 
letterpress would have proved that the pictures were old Rosh Hoshanak 
greetings, which had no connection with Zionism. 

Mr, EMIL PikowskY, a Jewish printer, who reprinted the pictures for 
the Arab Press on 25th September, 1925, stated that he had been instructed 
to print them with the altered letterpress. 

The two Arab witnesses, Mr. MOHAMED KADAMANI and Mr. Has Dip, 
stated that they saw a Jew carrying an iron bar at the demonstration oa 
9th Ab at the Wailing Wall, and that they heard one Jew state that the 
next day they would bring rifles with them. _ 

The Innocence of Lifta Arabs! 

Two Lifta Arabs caused much amusement by their evidence in court. 
Mr. IBRAHIM SHIHADAH, an employee of the Rothschiid Hospital, stated 
that he lived near the football ground where, oa August 17th, fighting 
took place between Arabs and Jews, resulting in the death of the Jew, 
Mr. Mizrachi. He said that on 17th August Jews threatened to kill him, 
but Major Lees; a police officer, saved him and took him to Lifta, and 
that be had been afraid to leave the village ever since. He remained at 
his house, he said, on the 23rd and 24th August, and he did not even kaow 
that disturbances went on in Jerusalem. All the members of the Com. 
mission laughed aioud, as did everybody in court, when witness made 
this statement, trying to persuade the Com missioff that anyone in Lifta 
could possibly not have known that disturbances were in prograss ia 
Jerusalem, as the Lifta Arabs were known to have led the fighting. 

Another Lifta Arab stated that he, too, lived near the football ground 
and that he had been stabbed thrice by Jews who had broken into his 
house. His family had been saved, he said, by a Jewish neighbour, whom 
the Jews had thrashed for his kind act. He had spent three days in the 
hospital, he declared, and his house had been looted and burnt. During 
the disturbances he remained at Lifta, but he admitted that he knew of 
the riots in Jerusalem. 

Dr. CHUTZINGER, of the German Hospital in Jerusalem, testified that 
he saw about fifty Jews on 29th August attacking an Arab, who was 
afterwards hit by a heavy stone, Tais Arab died atthe German Hospital 
on the same day. 

Mr. BELENFANTI, a Christian-Greek cabinet maker, stated that he 
saw Jews beating Arabs at the football ground on 17th August. He also 
saw Jews on the roof of a building in Jaffa Road on 23rd August, throwing 
heavy stones into the Arab crowd. 

Britain's Promise to the Arabs. 

On Saturday, the Commission heard the evidence of Mr. SUBHI AL 
KHADRA, @ young Arab leader, who was a Lieutenant in the Turkish 
Army during the war aud who deserted and joined ex-King Husseini’s 
Army, which was under the command of the present Kiag Feisul! of Iraq. 
He stated that he was a lawyer in Jerusalem and a member of: the Arab 
Executive. He declared that he had deserted from the Turkish Army on 
account of the specific British promises to ex-King Husseini regarding the 
independence of the Arah countries. 

Mr, SILLEY produced a copy of the proclamation thrown by British 
aeroplanes in 1917 into the lines of the Turkish Army addressed to the 
Arabs aud was signed by ex-King Husseini, as King of the Arab countries. 
It was prefaced by a message from the British Army in Palestine, inviting 
the Arabs to join it. He stated that thousands of Arabs answered the 
call, and deserted from the Turkish Army and joined the Allies. 

a Sir BoYD MERRIMAN then produced the letter addressed by King 
Feisul to Professor Felix Frankfurter, one of the American Zionist dele- 
gates at the Versailles Peace Conference. In that letter King Feisul 
stated that he fally supported the Jewish national aspirations in Palestine. 
Witness declared that the ‘Jewish assaults on the Arabs at the football 
match on 17th of August, and then in the streets on the 18th of August, 
as well as the arrest of twenty-seven Arabs during the same week, 
inflamed the Arab feelings, and resulted in the outbreak on 23rd August. 
He even denied the evidence of Mr. Luke that the Arab leaders met at 
the house of the Acting High Commissioner on 22nd August to try and 
improve Arab-Jewish relations. He stated that the object of the Arabs 
in meeting the Jews Was to settle the Wailing Wall problem on tine 
basis that the Wall was indisputably Moslem property. He described 


the efforts of the Grand Mufti to pacify the Arabs on 23rd August and bis 
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own tour round the country to summon ali the Arab leaders to an urgent 
meeting, in order to help the Government to allay the dangcrous unrest 
among the Arabs. In reply to Sir Walter Shaw. he stated that he 
personally went tosee the Arab leaders, because the situation was so 
serious that he could not rely on mere telephone messages and telegrams 
to summon them to the meeting. 


Sir BOYD MERRIMAN accused witness of inciting the Arabs during his 
tour in the country. 

Witness replied: “ You may think what you like.” 

Sir Boyd referred to witness's signature of the Arab protest against 
Sir John Chancellor's proclamation on the riots, and asked him whether 
he regarded the events in Hebron as warfare or murder. 

Witness tried to give evasive replies, but finally, owing to the 
insistence of Sir Walter Shaw and Sir Henry Betterton, he gave a direct 
reply, agreeing that acts of murder were committed in Hebron, although 
he disapproved of Sir John Chancellor's proclamation describing the 
events as unspeakable savagery. 

Evidence in Camera. 

On Monday the Grand Mafti gave evidence at his own house to the 
Commission in the presence of Counsel representing the Government, 
the Jews and the Arabs. The Press was excluded from the examination 
of the Grand Mufti and it was his special desire that no report should 
be published of the proceedings. 

The hearing of his evidence in camera is in accordance with the 
ancient Ottoman privilege extended to the heads of certain religions to 
refuse to appear in a court of law. The Grand Mufti of Jerusalem, the 
Chief Rabbis of the Sephardi and Ashkenazi Communities, and the Ortho- 
dox, Latin and Armenian Patriarchs enjoy this privilege. 

The Commission on Tuesday issued the following communiqué with 
reference to the Grand Mutfti's evidence : 

“On December 2ad, the Commission heard the evidence of the 
President of the Supreme Moslem Council His Eminence the Grand 
Mufti}. Representatives of the various parties concerned in the inquiry 
were present. The day was occupied by the hearing of the evidence in 
chief from the President of the Supreme Moslem Council, who, after 
dealing with his election to that office in 1/22, gave an account of matters 
which, in his opinion, form the basis of Moslem apprehensions regarding 
the intentions of the Jews towards the Moslem Holy Places. During the 
afternoon session the President of the Supreme Moslem Council gave 
evidence regarding the events within his knowledge from the 12th to the 
2ith of August inclusive.” 

In a later communiqvé, it is stated that the Grand Mafti on Tuesday 
morning coacluded his account of the events of last August, and gave his 
opinion about the causes of the troubles and su zgestions for preventing a 
recrudescence of them. In the afternoon, the Mufti was cross- 
examined by Sir Boyd Merriman, Counsel for the Zionists, about the 
formation and activities of societies for the defence of the Moslem holy 
places. 

It is understood that Counsel for the Jews suggested to the Grand 
Mufti that he did nothing to stop the agitation of his colleagues on the 
Supreme Moslem Council ani to contradict the rumours that the Jews 
wanted to seize the Mosque of Omar. In fact, his own organ, the JAMEA 
AL ARABIA, conducted a violent agitation against the Jews. 

The Grand Mufti is understood to have stated that he did all he 
could, whenever requested by the Government, to persuade the Arabs 
to maintain order, but that he was helpless ia view of the anger of the 
masses against the Jews. He accused the Jews of provoking the Arabs 
by assaulting them, but he admitted that various stories and rumours 
were afloat on the eve of the riots, which represente] the Jews to be 
scheming to encroach on the Moslem Holy Places. 

Mufti Cites the Notorious “ Protocols.” 

Despite the general secrecy maintained about the Grand Mufti’s 
evidence, it is learnt from a very reliable source that in the course of his 
examination he seriously contradicted himself several times. He stated 
at first, for instance, that all was quiet in Jerusalem at 11.15 a.m. on 25rd 
August, and later in the day he related how he went tothe Mosque at 
eleven o'clock in the morning and found the crowds there ina state of 
uproar. He further declared that he went to the Damascus Gate, to 
quieten the Arab crowds, on 23rd Augast, but he did not succeed. To 
prove the Zionist ambitions in Palestine not only the pictures with the 
Zionist flags were referred to, but even the Protocols of the Elders of 
Zion were cited. 

Sir WALTER SHAW reminded Mr. Stoker that the Protocols were a 
forgery, but Mr. Stoker pretended not to have heard this remark and also 
made references to the Protocols. 

In trying to show that the Kotel area was not sacred to the Moslems 
Sir Boyd Merriman pointed out that donkeys were allowed to be driven 
there and smoking was permitted, whereas it was strictly banned inside 
the Haram area. The Mufti made an evasive reply, saying that the 
nearer theobject to the Haram, the holier it was. He said that the 
Zikre ceremony, which was a kind of dervish dance, was incumbent on 
all Zawais or Moslem hospices and was one condition of the religious 
trust whereby the Moslems held the Zawai near the Kotel. 

Sir BoyD, cross-examining the Mufti, pointed out that the holding of 
the Zikre ceremony had been removed to & place closer tothe Wall, and 
that this was done intentionally with the object of disturbing Jewish 
worsbippers with the noise of the singing and dancing. 

Counsel produced a copy of the T:MEs of London for August, 1921, in 
which the “ Protocols of the Elders of Zion” were proved to be an utter 
forgery. He also read cuttings from 4 local Arabic newspaper, giving 
extracts from the Protocols, and asked the Mufti whether the paper 
was not a subsidised organ of the Moslem Supreme Council, of which 
he (the Mufti) was President. This was denied by witness. 


Lord Balfour's Assurance to Arabs. 


. he GRAND 
In the course of Sir Boyd Merriman's cross examination, t 
MuUPTI is said to have maintained that the Wailing Wall and even the 


pavement in frogt of the Wall were holy to the Moslems. According te 
the Koran, the Wailing Wall area having been the place where Mohammed 
put up his horse before his ascension to heaven. He declared that the 
Moslems produced docaments to prove their rights at the Wailing Wall, 
but that the Rabbis were unable to produce any docaments. Hence he 
held that the Jews had only the right to visit the Wailing Wall, but not 
topray there. As for the new structures at the Wall, be declared that 
they were merely repairs of old ones, carried ont by omler of the 
Municipality of Jerusalem. As regards the new door, it was admitted by 
Sir Boyd, too, that there were traces at the Wailing Wall of an earlier 
gate there. 

The Mufti produced a letter written by Lord Balfour to ex-King 
Hussein in 191*, thanking the Arabs for helping the Allies and assuring 
them that the promises regarding their independence wuld be carried out. 

As regards the outbreak of the riots, witness declared that the Moslem 
demonstration at the Wailing Wall on 16th of Angust, was only an 
answer tothe Jewish demonstration there on 9th Ab. He accused the 
Jews of assaulting Arab men and women, who came to Jerusalem during 
the week preceding the serious riots, and alleged that Arab villagers were 
afraid to enter Jerusalem. Oa 25rd Angust, he said, Communist propa. 
ganda and tle appearance of Arabs wounded by Jews at the Mosque of 
Omar helped to infuriate the Arabs and provoke the serious rioting. 

Asked how similar rioting could be avoided in the future, be stated 
that a lasting peace could be achieved only by the abrogation of the 
Balfour Declaration and the establishment of a Parliament in Pa/estine. 
It was illogical, he said, to try and establish two different national homes 
in Palestine on the basis of the enmity and hostility that inflaenced both 
cements. 

Je Witnesses. 

The Jewish witnesses giving evidence this week, inclade Chief ia bbi 
Kook, Colonel Kisch, Mr. Harry Sacher, Mr..Smiliansky, Mr. [Eliezer 
Jaffe and Mr. Zemach. Mr. Sacher was to have given his evidence mostly 
in camera, and he was the first witness on the Zionist side yesterday. 
The other two members of the Zionist Executive to give evidence are 
Dr. Roppin and Colonel Kisch. Two Hebron Rabbis; one Safed Rabbi; 
the agricultural experts, Messrs. Smiliansky and Zemach ; Posner, of the 
Palestine Land Development Company ; Hoofien, of Tel-Aviv ; and Pascal, 
of Petach-Tikvah, will also be heard. The Jewish case will be supple- 
mented by the evidence of Arabs friendly to the Jews. 3 

End of Commission in Sight. 

The Commission expects to terminate the hearing of all witnesses 
within the next fortnight. Counsel for the Government. Jews and Arabs 
will then sum up their cases, and the Commission will leave for Logland 
in time to be home for Christmas. The sittings of the Commission for the 
purpose of drawing up the report will be held in London.

Proof of Communist Influence.

That the agents of the Communist International had a hand in the 
Palestine riots is doubted by no one who is at all acquainted with the 
activities of this body. The Jewish Communist Press in the U.S.S.R, 
openly hailed the “revolution of the Arab people against the exploiters 
and Imperialists.” The connection between the Arab Executive and the 
Communists is now officially confirmed in Moscow. 

Mr. MANUILSKY, the present Secretary of the Communist Inater- 
national, in his report on the work of the International abroad made to 
the “KIM” (Young Communists’ International) last week, declared that 
the outbreak in Palestine and the unrest in South Africa are proof that 
the Communist International is working along right lines. 

The Jewish Press here publishes a statement by the PALESTINE 
COMMUNIST that their connection with the Arab leaders was broken up as 
early as May, bat they do not deny the existence of this co-operation. 


Dr. Berkowitz Shot. 


—-- 
ARAB BRIGANDS' OUTFRAGE. 

While he was travelling in a motor-car from one Jewish colony to 
another io Northern Galileeon Tuesday, Dr. Berkowitz, a Jewish physician 
on the Staff of Hadassab, was seriously wounded by a shot fired by 
brigands. The driver's hat was grazed by three bullets and a fourth 
lodged in the doctor's breast. Tae driver has stated that thirty shots 
were fired by the Arabs and one killed the horse under the Customs 
Officer of Roshpinah, who was riding in the opposite direction. 

Dr. Berkowitz's condition was reported to bs grave but not hopeless. 
He took over the Hadassah post in Galilee aftertheriots. Previously aod 
during the Arab riots he served in Beersheba and Beisan, where his house 
and pharmacy were looted,

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Another Tragedy at Kerkur. 
SUICIDE OF cA COLONIST, 


The Anvclo-Jewish colony of the First London Achuzah Company, had 
scarcely recovered from the shock of the murder of Mrs. F. Badash and 
the wounding of Mr. Levitt by Arabs, when another tragedy befell it. 
One of its settlers; Mr. Zevi Kaplan, shot dead his wife and 
dangerously wounded himself in an attempt to commit suicide. He 
subsequently died of his wounds. 

Mr. Kaplan visited London a few weeks ago and on October 30th the 
members of the Company gave a recep'ion in his honour at the Hotel 
Central. Minories. He isa Riga Jew and his wife and he settled in 
Kerkur with the aid of an uncle in South Africa. It is understood that 
his wife expeeted to become 4 mother and that the reason for the tragedy 
was mainly financial stress. 


General Situation in Palestine. 
POLICE REINFORCEMENTS FOR COLONIES. 


ARMED ROBBERS ATTACK REHOBOTH. 


Asa result of thec yntinued shooting affrays by Arabs near the Emek 
Jezree] Jewish settlements, the Government has decided to place three 
armed Jewish constables at \farretta, two Jewish constables at Yageour, 
two Jewish constables at Kfir-Joshua, and three Jewish constables at 
Nachlath-Jacob. Armed Arab robbers have carried out a daring attackon 
Rehoboth. They penetrated at night into shops and courtyards in the 
colony, but fortunately they were observed and driven off by the Jewish 
watchmen. 

A Jewish woman has been struck by an Arab with an iron bar in the 
street in Jerusalem and has been seriously wounded, She is in the 
Hadassah Hospital. 

Ten leading Arab boycott agitators have been removed from Jaffa, 
Your of them, who declined to deposit a sum of money as a guarantee for 
their good behaviour, are now in the Acre prison. The other six have 
been removed to Safed, Beisan. 

Mounted Arabs entered the Jewish quarter at Safed at night and 
threw heavy stones ata Jew, Mr. Nahamias, who was looking out of the 
window of his house, injuring him severely. Eight Arabs have been 
arrested in connection with the incident. 

Rumoured Resignation of Multi. 

The resignation of the Grand Mufti, in consequence of the revelation 
of his connection with the Russian Government, is hinted in the Arab 
Press, which threatens, however, that if the Grand Mufti is forced to 
resign his place will be taken by bis brother, and the present Mufti will 


devote all his energy and time to the anti-Zionist and Arab Nationalist 
propaganda. 


Prominent Haifa Jew Charged. 
MAKLOFF FAMILY SURVIVOR ACCUSED OF MURDER, 
[From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. 


The Jewish Community was startled and shocked on Friday last to 
learn of the arrest of Chaim Makloff, the sole surviving member of the 
family of six who were assassinated at Motza during the August riots. 
Mr. Makloff is accused of having caused the death of one of the Arabs 
who attacked his family. Actually he was forced to defend himself with 
a stick from an Arab who attacked him with an axe and later died of 
injuries received. The arrest is all the more surprising because Mr. 
Makioff was the chief witness of the Government prosecution against the 
tweive Arabs concerned in the murder of bis father, mother and sisters, 
lie has been released on £500 bail. 

Death Sentence Confirmed. 

The Court of Appeal has coufirmed the death sentence of the Arab 
who had been found guilty of the murder of Advocate Tolidano at Safed. 
This is the first death sentence confirmed by the Court of Appeal. The 
murderer has decided to lodge an appeal with the Privy Council. 

The Investigating Jndge of Haifa, Mr. Reading, has committed for 
trial for the murder of an Arab, the Director of the Palestine Syndicate 
and Manager of the Haifa branch of the Syndicate, Mr. Bernard 
Goldenthal. ‘The Arabs allege that during the riots Mr. Goldenthal 
killed an Arab. 


The same Investigating Judge has‘also committed for trial four 
Arabs for murdering Jews. 
The Investigating Judge at Jerusalem has discharged the Jew, Mr. 


Benzion Mizrachi, who had been accused by the Arabs of looting and 
Setting fire to houses during the riots. 


Resignation of Dr. Kohn.

A LEADER OF THE BRIT SHALOM. 
[From a Correspondent—JERUSALEM). 
The strong crusade conducted here against the Director of the 
Propaganda Department of the Keren Hayesod, Dr. Hans Kobn, has led 
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to his resignation from his post. Dr. Kohn is known here as one of th. 
leaders of the Brit Shalom, and he has lately published in the foreign 
press several articles which were directed against the official policy of 
the Zionist Executive. 


The Wailing Wall Dispute. 


IMPOVERISHMENT OF THE ARABS, 


Col. Howard Bury (C., Chelmsford), asked the Under-Secretary 
State for the Colonies in the House of Commons on Monday, whether. 
secing that the Permanent Mandates Commission of the League o! 
Nations had refused to investigate the dispute concerning the Wailing 
Wall, as it was not in accordance with Article 14 of the Palestine Mandate 
which provides for a Commission to settle the whole question of the Holy 
Places, he would, until the matter was settled, adhere to the status quo as 
laid down in the White Paper of October 1928, 

Mr. W. PAwinG (Lab., Doncaster), who replied, said: The hon. ana 
gallant member is under a misapprehension. The Permanent Mandate: 
Commission have made a report to the Council of the League on the 
proposal submitted by His Majesty's Government witha view to securin* 
a final settlement of the Wailing Wall question. As regards the 
status quo | would invite reference to the reply given to the hon. and 
gallant member on the 13th of November. 

Col. Howarp Bury also asked the Under-Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, whether he was aware that the Agricultural Bank in Palestine. 
whose capital was raised by a tax on Arab peasant farmers and which 
helped them with loans in bad seasons and for the purpose of buying 
agricultural machinery, had been abolished by the Palestine Government ; 
and whether he could give the reason for so doing, as the Arabs had 
thereby become so impoverished that they were compelled to sell their 
land to the Jews at a very low price. 

Mr. PALING whorep'ied, said: I understand that branches of the Pales. 
tine branch of the Ottoman Agricultural Bank were liquidatedin 1921, andat 
the time of the British occupation the affairs of these branches were found t« 
be ina very involved condition, and when our military authorities took over 
the administration it was found necessary to make loans to cultivators from 
other sources. An arrangement was accordingly made with another bank 
to supply funds and this arrangement was continued under the civil 
miministration, the amount so provided in 1919-23 being the equivalent 
of over half a million pounds. In addition, other loans to cultivators in 
areas specially affected by bad seasons were made in 1927 and 1928. The 
Secretary of State is not aware of any general impoverishment which 
has compelled the sale of land at unreasonably low prices. 


Restoring Arms to the Colonists. 
> 
M.P.’s CONCERN FOR JEWISH SAFETY. 


Sir ARCHIBALD SINCLAIR (Lib., Caithness and Sutherland) asked the 
Under-Secretary of State for the Colonies, whether the sixteen or seven- 
teen Jewish colonies still in possession of arms under the colony 
defence scheme at the time of the recent outbreak, would be 
allowed to retain them, at any rate until other and adequate means of 
defence were provided by the administration; and whether, pending a 
final decision as to the means of maintaining order in Palestine, the arm: 
would be restored to those colonies which had been deprived of them 


‘during the past five years. 


Dr. DRUMMOND SHIELS replied: The question of defence of the 
Colonies is at present receiving careful consideration, and it is hoped an 
early decision will be taken. Pending that decision I am not in a position 
to make any statement. 


Sir ARCHIBALD SINCLAIR: Is it quite clear that the arms will not be 
taken away from these defenceless Jews ? 

Col. Howarb-Buny (Con., Chelmsford): Is it not a curious com- 
mentary that after ten years of government, it is necessary to arm thes® 
colonists” (A Labour member: “ Your Government '”). 

Col. WEDG WOOD (Labour, Newcastle-under-Lyme), asked whether the 
House could be assured that the colonists still armed would be allowed to 
retain arms. “I havein my hand,” he said, “alist of no fewer than 75 
attacks on, and murders of, Jews that have taken place since the main 
trouble.” 


Dr. 5HIELS said he would be very pleased to represent what Col. 
Wedgwood had said to the Secretary of State. 

Mr. BooTuBy (Con., East Aberdeen): La view of the declared policy 
of the Government to give equal treatment to the Arabs and the Jews, 
may | ask whether they will apply the same treatment in this matter 
both to the Arabs and to the Jews, in disarming, and not disarm the 
Jews and leave the Arabs armed ? 

Dr. SHIELS did not answer, and Com. KENWORTHY (Labour, Hal! 
Central), in allusion to the fact that it was the first time Dr. Shiels had 
appeared at question time as Under-Seoretary for the Colonies, called: 
“ Give him a chance!” 

More Evasion About the Status Quo. 
Col. HOWARD Bury farther asked: Are the terms of the status quo in 


reference to the Wailing Wall registered at Jerusalem; and are the new 
regulations in accordance with its terms? 
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Dr. SHIELS: Existing rights in relation to the Wailing Wall have not 
been authoritatively defined. It is therefore impossible for the terms of 
the status quo to be registered. The regulations were based on established 
procedure so far as it coud be ascertained pending authoritative defini- 
tion, but I would remind the honourable and gallant member that they 


are temporary and provisional, and without prejadice to the rights and 
cl.ims of either party. 


A Parliament in Palestine. 
SIX JOHN CHANCELLOR ON DR. MAGNES’ SUGGESTION. 
[From a Correspondent—JERUSALEM.]} 


“I would sooner leave the country, than govern it now with a 
Parliament,” Sir John Chancellor is reported to have said in answer to 
inquiries regarding his views on a far-fetched proposal concocted by two 
“un-realists " and adumbrating an Arab-Jewish agreement for the 
immediate establishmeut of a Parliament io Palestine. 

Although Sir John Chancellor expressly stated in his first prociama 
tion on his return to Palestine after the riots that he was suspending all 
negotiations about a Varliament in Talestine, the question has again 
come into prominence in connection with the negotiations conducted by 
Dr. Magres with Mr. Philby, the former British Chief Resident in 
Amman, who is a well-known pro-Arab. Dr. Magnes and Mr. Philby ae 
uaderstood to have agreed to put to the Jewish and Arab leaders a 
scheme for an ¢greement on the basis of establishing a Parliament in 
Palestine, the recognition of the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate, 
the granting of the right of veto of all legislation to the High Com 
mis-ioner, and fu'l powers to maintain order, the retention of the rights 
of the Jewish Agency and the admission of Jews into Palestine in 
proportion to the economic powers of absorption of the country. 

Dr. Magnes has proposed that the Zionist Executive and the faad 
Leumi shoul! Appoint two Committees, one in London and one in Jerusa. 
lem, to study the proposals. Dr. Magnes further proposed that a Com. 
mitte: of exports shou'd bo appointed to c'ear up the question of the 
pro nises made to the Arabs ia 1915. 

The Academic Mind. 

Dr. Magnes, in explaining his reasons for acting in the matter, has 
declared that the Churchill White Psp or had terminated all possibilities 
of the Jews dominating Palestine, but that it allowed the Jews to form a 
spi:iual centre there. In his opinion, Palestine should become a 
bi-national state under a High Commissioner, appointed by the British 
Government and confirmed by the League of Nations, in order to 
emphasise that Palestine is an international home for all creeds and 
racss. As for the Baifour Declaration, he stated that he accepted it 
becuse he did not want the good faith of the Power which granted it 
to be dseredited by its withdrawa!, but he felt that the Declaration 
should emphasise the international character of Palestin»> and that the 
Zionist Ocganisation should adhere strictly to the Churchill White Paper. 


Zionism and the Palestine Mandate. 
ADDRESS BY RAEBI DR. SALIS DAICHES. 


Under the auspices of the Manniogside Congregational Church 

Literary. Society, Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches delivered last week, in the 
Church Hall, Chamberlain Road, Edinburgh, an address on “ Zionism and 
the British Mandate in Palestine.” Mr. G. H. Hawkins, Treasurer of the 
dit.burgh League of Natiors Union, presided. In tracing the history of 
Zioni-m, Dr. Daiches pointed out the intimate connectiens that had 
persisted throughout the ages between the people of Israel and the land 
of Israel, and the influence which the hope forthe restoration cf Palestine 
as the’ Jewish National Homeland had upon the turvival of the Jewish 
people. He described the impression which the Balfour Dec'aration and 
the liberation of Palestine by the British forces under Lord Allenby made 
upon the Jews of the world. In dealing with the attitude of 
the Arabs, Der. Daiches refuted the ass:rtion that the Arabs had taken 
possession of Palestine soon after the fallof Jerusalem in the year 70, 
and had been the owners of the land ever since. By nostretch ofimagination 
could Palestine be described as an Arab country or as a mere appendage 
to the Arabian territories tothe LE ust of Jordan, where the Arabs bad 
gained tremendous advantages as a result of the War. The present 
agitation against the policy of the Mandate was fostered and spread by 
parties that were bent on creating troub‘e in Palestine and in lowering 
the prestige of Britain—with the view of striking a blow not only at 
Judaism and the Jewish people but also at European culture and at the 
whole of Christendom. After refuting the allegation that Palestine was 
a burden on the British taxpayer, Dr. Daiches pointed out that the mere 
verbal declaration of the British Governmentt that the terms of the Man- 
date were to be adhered to, was not sufficient and would not carry 
conviction, unless and until the Goverument gave atangible proof cf its 
intentions to he/p in the establishment of the Jewish National Home and 
dealt with the Arab agitation in a firm and determined manner. 

A discussion followed, to which Dr. Daiches replied. 

The Rev. M. Davis, Minister of the Church, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to Dr. Daiches, expressed his full agreement with the lecturer's 
views, and appealed to the audience t» support the great movement for 
the restoration of Palestine as the Jewish homeland. 


The Daily Werk Goes On. 


IMPORTANT JEWISH DEVELOPMENTS. 
|\From a Correspondent—JERUSALEM. } 


Jew.-h everyday life in Palestine, while far from being joyous, is yet 
not altogether as gloomy as might be deduced from the accounts in the 
press, wh'ch naturally report startling events. The Jew in Palestine is, 
of course, absorbed in the proceedings of the Inquiry Commission and in 
the politicil develop nents, but not to the exclusion of everything else

and he is pursuing his daily work of building up the country with as 
much zest as before. Political unrest and continuous agitation have 
neither killed nor even perceptibly crippled the creative power, the 
initiative and the determination of the Yishub. Moreover, there is jast 
now an increased intensive activity, not only in the fields and groves, 
bot also in the cities and markets. Far from a depression, one can 
actually speak of a certain economic revival. : 

The largest and most important of the new agricultural enterprises is 
the Palestine Plantation, Ltd., a Company headed by Lord Melchett, 
which is proceeding now at full speed with its work. The Company has 
acquired a large stretch of land (15,000 dunams) in the Tirah district, 
pear Tulkarem, and sub-division, well-boring, importation of machinery, 
provision of power, the supply of saplings, chemical fertilisation, building 
and all the other activities and processes forming part of scientific orange- 
growing are being carried out by the Company on 4 scale that has hitherto 
been impossible. The estate will be divided, for sale and delivery to the 
public when fully developed into areas of from 10 to 25 dunams. 
Hiundreds of labourers are already employed there. 


JEWISH PIONEERING IN FULL SWING. 

The-old and new Jewish agricultural settlements are also humming 
with activity. Some of them, as in Emek Yisracil, are repairing the 
damage caused by the recent attacks, others are enlarging, increasing 
the area of land under cultivation, planting new groves, etc. Almost all 
new immigrants are being absorbed as soon as they land and there is a 
growing need for more help. 

The Arab boycott so far has hada serious effect chiefly on certain 
Jewish industries and Jewish merchants in Jerusalem. They feel the pinch 
more than the others and are grievously complaining of the loss of custom 
pot only in the country but also outside it. With adequate financial help, 
however, they will be able to weather the difficult times. 

The majority of the Jewish city-dwellers are, however, not affected. 
Despite the boycott, or perhaps because of it, there is a noticeable stimu- 
lated activity in all Jewish cities. The old mixed commercial centres are 
being shifted to more densely populated Jewish areas. Jewish merchants 
are leaving the bazaars of Jaffa and are opening modern offices and stores 
in Tel-Aviv. The Jewish butchers ‘have definitely left Jaffa and so 
stopped paying a high annual contribution to the anti-Semitic municipality. 
Many Jewish families are evacuating the houses in the mixed Arab- 
Jewish quarters, and a shortage in houses and flats is already felt, with 
the result that intensive building is going on in Tel-Aviv, Haifa, Jerusalem 
and Jaffa. 

The spirit of the Yisiub is by no means broken, but whether it will 


last long, if complete security and peace is not established, is another 
question. 


Jewish Slaughterhouse for Tel-Aviv. 


JEWISH BUTCHERS VICTORY. 
[From a Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. 

The Jews at Tel-Aviv have won a complete victory on the question of 
the erection of a separate slaughterhouse at Tel-Aviv. After seeing 
Rabbis Aaronsohn and Uziel and the Mayor, Mr. Dizengoff, Sir John 
Chancellor has agreed to yield to the demands of the Tel-Aviv Jews to 
allow them to erect their own slaughterhouse. 

Until the riots, the Jewish butchers of Tel-Aviv used the Jaffa 
slaughterhouse, and the Arab Municipality of Jaffa enjoyed an appreciable 
income from the Jewish butchers. Daring the riots, when it became 
unsafe for the Jews to go to the Jaffa slaughterhouse, Tel-Aviv fixed up a 
temporary one at the factory of Mr. Lefcovitz. Last week, however, 
the authorities prohibited the use of this temporary slaughter-house, but 
the Jewish butchers, wi.h the support of the whole Tel-Aviv population, 
refused to return to Jaffa and declared a meat strike. They even rejected 
thé offers of the authorities to give them fall protection, and to arrange 
separate hours for their work at the Jaffa slaughter-house. 


Mr. Luke's Official Vacation. 

Mr. Luke, the Chief Secretary, left Palestine on Wednesday on a five 

months vacation. Mr. Mills is acting as Chief Secretary in his absence. 


Land of Israel News Items. 
EIGHTY -SIX Jewish immigrants arrived in Pales- 
tine in October and 204 Jewish emigrarts left the country during the 
Same month. 


THE income of the Keren Hayesoi from all countries in October 
amounted to £23,156. 

FoUR HUNDRED Jewish immigrants have arrived in Jaffa. 

WHEN the new Lecturer in Philosophy at the Jerusalem University, 
Dr. Hugo Bergman, the head of the University and National Library, 
delivered his first lecture, a large number of his students demonstratively 
left the lecture hall asa protest against bis activities in the Brith Shalcm 
Organisation and his latest pronouncements in favour of giving em ploy- 
ment to Arabs in Jewish institutions and Jewish works. 

THE Jerusalem English Library has banned the book “ All Quiet on 
the Western Front.” 

Mr. OscAR KOHN, the Jewish textile magnate of Lodz, has decided 
to devote £100,000 to converting Tel-Aviv into a spa with a modern 
casino and health centres.

GROWTH OF REVISIONIST MOVEMENT. 


PRESS CONFERENCE STATEMENTS. 

A Press Conference convened by the Zionist Revisionist Union w 
held on Tuesday afternoon at the headquarters of the Union, Upper 
Bedford Place. 

Mr. M. Grossman, who presided, said that the Conference had bern 
called in order to draw the attention of Jewish and Zionist public 
opinion to the dangers with which the Zionist Organisation was faced on 
account of the agitation of certain defeatist groups in the Zionist Move 
ment. In view of the events which had occurred in Palestine and the 
agitation of the Brit Shalom, with Dr. Magnes atits head, the Revisionis- 
had decided to organise all their forces in order to counteract this 
demoralising movement. In this fight they were not only counting upon 
the support of Revisionists but upon the assistance ofevery Atonist who 
still aimed at the establishment of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine 

Mr. Grossman then submitted a statement by the Executive of the 
Revisionist Union which gave instances of the Defeatist propaganda, 
which was characterised as serious'political treachery, likely to create the 
impression that the position in Palestine was so desperate and perilous 
that improvement was impossible and the Jews were unable to maintain 
themselves there. The suggestion of negotiating on level terms with the 
Arabs, who daily continue their organised onslaughts on the peaceful 
Jewish population, represented a contemptible and repellant politica! 
move and such thoughtless propaganda, which only convinced the Arab 
leaders that the Jews were ready to retreat under the first pressure, 
must be stopped immediately in theinterests of Zionism and the Yishub. 
The statement went on to say: 

“ Were the Zionist Executive a determined and active body, witha 
definite orientation and clearly defined policy, there would be little harm 
or significance in the propaganda of these defeatists. The Executive is, 
however, a group of people»who have in the last ten years, owing to their 
shortsightedness and incompetence, already surrendered so . many 
important political positions, that we are seriously concerned that if may 
be strongly influenced also in this question bythe Brit Shalom campaign, 
so as to enter into negotiations with the Arab leaders.” 

The movement must aim at two objectives, said the statement: 
“Firstly, to make clear to the British Government and the Zionist 
Organisation that the vast majority of Zionists will never agree to the 
surrender of the idea ofa Jewish State and a Jewish majority in Pales. 
tine; that the united public opinion of Jewry stands fast by the Basle 
programme, the Balfour Declaration and an unqualified Mandate, and 
that Zionists will never surrender the stroggle for their objective. 
Secondly, the campaiga of explanation and protest must induce in the 
Jewish masses a new spirit of determination and enthusiam, anil 
pessimism and despair must be uprooted. 


Futility of a Legislative Council. 

Mr. Grossman said they were submitting their objections to the 
proposed Legislative Council not only to responsible Zionist bodies and 
members of the Actions Committee, but alsotoleading British politicians, 
journalists and Members of Parliament. Their main contention was that 
there was no obligation on the part of the British Government to intro 
duce any Legislative Council in Palestine, and that the proposed 
Assembly would be an instrument for obstructing the progress of the 
Jewish National Home, despite any safeguards that might be introduced. 
It was clear that in anti-Zionist Arab quarters the struggle was 
now being transferred from opposition to the Balfour Declaration 
to propaganda on behalf of a Legislative Council. Hassan Sidki Al Dejani, 
a member of the Moslem Supreme Council, wrote in the Council's official 
organ, AL JAMEA AL ARAB'A, on November 25th: “The Arabs ought to 
give up the cry of ‘Down with the Balfour Declaration’ which has been 
their slogan for years. The Balfour Declaration contains nothing 
unfavourable to the Arabs, and therefore they should radically change 
their tactics, so that instead of a negative demand—the abolition of the 
Balfour Declaration—-they should concentrate on a positive demand—the 
establishment of a Palestine Parliament.” 

Mr. Grossman also quoted from the Memorandum of the Revisionis § 
on the question of a Representative Assembly, a passage pointing out 
the futility of expecting that the introduction of self-governing institu 
tions in Palestine would contribute to improving Jewish-Arab relations, 
because any legislation passed that was unfavourable to either side would 
cause friction. Also the granting of such a measure on the morrow of 4 
murderous outbreak would lend conviction to the Arab assumption that 
force Was an effective weapon against the Britisn Government and the 
Jews. 

The Executive Comm'ttee, said Mr. Grossman, had also prepared a 
memorandum on the defence of Palestine, in which it dealt with a number 
of demands, ineluding the re-organisation of the police ; self-defence ; the 
placing of a permanent British garrison in Palestine and the iuclusion of 
Jewish units in this garrison. 

Reports which had reached them from various countries indicated the 
constant growth of the Revisionist Movement which they were now 
anxious to consolidate and to use as a force in the Zionist Movement. 
Mr. Jabotinsky was at present on his way to Palestine and upon his 
return from that country he would visit a number of countries in Eastern 
Europe and then most probably proceed to South Africa in the interests of 
the Revisionist Movement. 

“We are still anxious for a united front of all Zionist forces,” sail 
Mr. Grossman, “ but we insist that our co-operation in Zionist political 
work shall be real and not a sham unity.” 

Mr. Grossman said that the Revisionist Party, on hearing about the 
debate, arranged between Professor Brodetsky (whose place was ulti- 
mately taken by the Rev. M. Perlzweig) and Jamal Husseini, had imme- 
diately filed a protest demanding that in no circumstances should 4 
member of the Zionist Executive debate with a man belonging to a body 
charged with responsibility for the recent massacres in Palestine, apart 
altogether from the fact that the whole matter was sub judice.

How the Mixed Jewish Agency Functions. 


A VETO ON ZIONIST ACTIVITIES. 
[From a Correspondent—NEW YORK.) 


Some sidelights are already available as to how the Mixed Jewish 
Agency functions in its relations to the Zionist Movement. Mr. Felix M. 
Warburg is the Chairman of the Agency Administrative Committee, and 
his assistant is Mr. David Hyman, Secretary of the Joint Distribution 
Committee, which is doing a notable piece of work in Russia. Naturally, 
itussia has first place in Joint circles. Privately it has raised a consider- 
able sum for industrial efforts in that country, and therefore, logically 
enough, has decided that in the Joint drive for funds, arranged for 
January, the Joint is to receive sixty per cent. and Palestine forty per 
cent. At this, Zionist officialdom gnashes its teeth. But there is more 
than a lowering of prestige involved in this decision. The Agency, 
through the Joint, will administer the receipts and the disbursements in 
the United States: with very awkward results. Financial supplies, much 
needed here for keeping up the “ New Palestine,” etc., for instance, are 
cut off by this process. In other words, the Agency begins to exercise 
contro] of what has hitherto been regarded as Zionist affairs. 

Beyond this inter-organisation difficulty comes a second and more 
galling incident. Zionists are relating it nervously. The petition which 
was presented to Mr. MacDonald by Mr. Warburg and his Committee was 
the composition of many minds. The Zionists gave it a nationalist tinge. 
Mr. Warburg, according to a statement made publicly at a meeting of the 
Religious Minorities Council, where Palestine was recently discussed, 
eliminated nine out of the ten references to the Jewish National Home in 
the petition. Thus the Agency assumes contro! of nationalist ideology. 


Bowling Out the Zionist Leaders. 

The third instance is a curious combination of administrative and 
political questions. The Zionist Organisation of America, in order to 
Stimulate the Cause, has engaged upon a “roll call.” It seeks a quarter of 
a million supporters, not members, who are to pay a dollar each as an 
expression of their sympathy with the Cause. The “roll call” is being 
effectively advertised. But Mr. Warburg, on behalf of the Agency, has 
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stepped in and in a letter read at the Administrative Committee meetii, 
of the Zionist Organisation of America has strenuously objected to tis 
propaganda. He claims that the Zionists have no business to agitat. 
among non-Zionists. The regular dues are six dollars. If an enlistment 
of members was attempted Mr. Warburg would not venture to interven» 
but he has put his foot down against what he regards as an organis.( 
flirtation with non-Zionists. According to this view any one who is not , 
member of the Zionist Organisation of America is a non-Zionist, and it 
seems to follow that all Nationalist propaganda is forbidden by the Agen: , 
among those who are not now or have not hitherto been members of th). 
organisation. How the Zionist Organisation of America will meet this 
position is not known ; but there is a feeling that Mr. Warburg ts effective/y 
bowling out the American Zionist leaders, and incidentally putting tho 
organisation hors de combat.

Recipes by Request. 


“Stuffed Monkey.” 

A small egg. 

Cinnamon, 4 teaspoonful. 
Pinch of salt, 

MAKE these ingredients into a soft pliable dough; use either a very 
small egg or half a large one. Knead well; roll out on a floured board, 
and divide into two. Place one half on a greased tin, and spread with 
the following mixture: Ground almonds, 4 ozs. ; chopped citron peel, 
4ozs.; butter, 14 ozs.; yolk of an egg and a few drops of essence of 
vanilla. Cover with the other half of the paste; brush over with beaten 
egg and bake in a moderate oven for about halfan hour. Cool somewhat 
and cut into squares or oblong shapes. 


Fiour, 8 ozs. 
Butter, 6 ozs. 
Ligbt brown sugar, 6 ozs. 


Lockschen or “ Noodles.” ' 

BEAT up an egg lightly with a quarter of a teaspoonful of salt; 
gradually work in enough flour to make a stiff dough. Knead thoroughly 
for at least ten minutes, adding flour when necessary. When perfectly 
smooth and pliable roll out very thin on a lightly floured board and set 
on one side for an hour to dry. Then roll up tightly and cut across very 
finely. ‘Toss lightly to separate and leave on a boardtodry. Drop into 
boiling soup and cook for ahout fifteen minutes. 

Kreplech. 

MAKE dough as in previous recipe. Roll out thin and cut into pieces 
about two-and-a-half inches square. Place on each a little forcemeat ; 
fold across into triangles; damp the edges, and press well together. 
Cook in boiling soup for fifteen minutes. 


lor the Forcemeat.—Mince some beef or veal very finely; flavour 
with onion juice, salt, pepper, ginger and nutmeg and bind with an egg, 


Goose Stewed with Rice. 

SOAK half a pound of rice in cold water for an hour; then drain and 
putin a saucepan with a pint of stock, and cook till tender. Keep well 
stirred and add more stock if necessary. Chop an onion finely; fry in 
goose fat till lightly browned, then add a breakfastcupful of tomato 
purée. Cook for a few minutes, then add to the rice. Cut up the cooked 
goose into neat joints ; lay on top of the rice. Season carefully and stew 
gently for half an hour. 


The Soup Kitchen. 


OPENING FOR THE WINTER SEASON. 

The Kitchen at Batler Street, Spitalfields, was opened on Monday 
last for the Winter season by Major Isidore Salmon, M.P. Mr. Gustave 
Tuck, Treasurer, presided in the absence, through indisposition, of Mr. 
Samuel Samue!, M.P., the President. 

The CHAIRMAN, after making sympathetic reference to Mr. Samuel 
Samuel and welcoming Major Salmon, said that he (the speaker) had been 
connected with that Charity for eighteen years, and he had tried his best 
to raise funds yearly. He had succeeded, more or less, with the help of 
the good friends of the Iustitution. He was sure that when they came 
there and saw the poor, many of whom they would call the real be/oved 
poor, who came to them surrendering the last remuants of their indepen- 
dence and self-esteem, they would feel that that Charity was doing its 
work. It was only by coming there and seeing the work that one realised 
the great necessity for it. Last year they gave food for three thousand 
people nightly, which was an increase on the previous year. This year, 
up to the present, there was again an important increase. Jews prided 
themselves on helping their poor ; but, candidly speaking, the Community 
did vot sufficiently help that Charity. That was mainly due to the fact 
that they did not know of their work. 

’ Major SALMON, in declaring the Kitchen open, said he hoped it wouid 
continue to carry on its beneficent work for many yearstocome. The 
only permanent satisfactory cure for unemployment, and the poverty and 
distress consequent upon it, was increased trade for the whole country. 
The Kitchen was supplying a great need in the district and it was to be 
hoped that the Community as a whole would recognise all the work it 
was doing. But in these times when distress was greater, obviously the 
expenses of the Kitchen were higher. Therefore it was necessary that 
they should receive adequate support from the Community. He marvelled 
at the amount of work that was being done by the President and 
Treasurer. They were not young men, but their work was an example 
of what young men and young women should do. (Hear, hear). He 
thought that one of the most unfortunate positions of the modern day 
was the fact that young men and women in the Community did not 
always recognise (of course there were exceptions) their civic responsi- 
bilites. There was much to be done not only in that charity, but in 
many vharitable activities in the Community, and it was to be hoped 
that they would see in the near future the young men and young women 
of the Community coming forward to carry on such work as that of the 
Kitchen. 

Mr. GEORGE A. COHEN, ino proposing a vote of thanks to Major 
Salmon, mentioned that Mr. Jacob de Kromme, the chef, had that 
week celebrated his 89th birthday, and had been at the Kitchen for 4! 

ears. 
. The CHIEF RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE seconded the vote. 

Col. F. D. SAMUEL. D.S.O., in supporting the vote, said that in 
keeping that Institution going they hai to raise £3,500 a year.

EDMOND KAPP’'S EXHIBITION, 

In Drawings and Caricatures by Lidmond X. Kapp, now on exhibi- 
tion at the Godfrey Phillips’ gallery in Dake Street, there is quite an 
exciting Surprise for those who knew the artist by his work of the early 
nineteen twenties. After having strode in five years three exhibitions 
and four books into world-wide fame as a caricaturist, he disappeared 
without a trace from the galleries for the five succeeding years. 

Here Kapp presents the fruits of flve years of stroggle and develop- 
ment. He has disdained, it appears, to offer us in the interim the 
spectacie of an avonised transition, nor does he now assume the attitade 
of a dramatic convert. For while his new style here by no means suggests 
the caricaturist attempting art, he unblushingly exhibits several carica- 
tures by a very complete artist: one who can well afford to carry about 
with him the substantial shadow of his former self without the least fear 
of prejudicing bis present development. Perhaps the secret of this 
surprising metamorphosis is that the germ of it was always active in 
Kapp's work snch authorities as [Tinyon and August 
Brunius told us so when, in welcoming his talent years ago, they dilated 
first on his feeling for line and construction and spoke only secondarily 
of his exuberances in character and wit. 

We, who should then have listened, are now brought to behold. The 
nervous and vibrant line which has always vivified his caricatures throbs 
freely and alone in this work of more singleaim. Thecolour he employed 
as a decorative asset has now become self-existent, subtly alive and set 
down with the finality of creation. Each of these new works has a primary 
and valid appeal as abstraction or pure pattern. What many of them 
contain of character and human interest is purely by the way, just as it 
was with Goya and Daumier. But in these days it is rare to find such 
riches “by the way.” And equally, in the pure lyricism of such drawings . 
as the String (Juartet or the biting realism of the Rue Blondel or the com- 
plete preoccupation with colour of Immortal Wheat, one thing is obvious. 
Whatever Kapp may pass on to in the elucidation of his new personality, 
or in the marriage of this sensuous abstractedness with his rich vein of 
secondary interest, the period of transition is over. He has reached the 
stage in bis work here, after which development can only be towards new 
and perhaps more complex forms of the same indestructib'e material.

The Jewish Society for Psychic Research. 

Mrs. Bromley Taylor, one of the Society's supporters, invited the 
inembers to meet at her house on Wednesday of last week. At the meeting, 
the members adopted the Constitution and Bye-laws as recommended by 
the Council. Miss lt. M. BLocH, the Chairman, in welcoming Mr. Stirling 
Campbell, said that as a Jewish Society they were interested in the Jewish 
aspects of psychic research. No Community valued family life.more than 
the Jewish people, yet it was surprising they had not pursued the phase of 
advanced thought which sought to establish the survival of their loved 
ones. The society was gathering Jewish members, due to the energy of 
Mrs. Blumenthal and her colleagues. Miss Bloch asked members to biing 
serious enquirers and thinkers to the gatherings. 

Mr. STIRLING CAMPBELL, in the course of his address, said that 
there was a personal “atmosphere” or Aura surrounding each individual. 
Just as the atmosphere of the earth changed, so was the Aura subjecs 
to change by physical emotion. In connection with this Aura, he recom. 
mended those present to read Dr Kilner’s book on “ Human Atmosphere.” 
Dr. Kilner, of St. Thomas's Hospital, said he found by accident that if 
glass is coated with a special coal-tar preparation, the Aura can be seen 
through it. In his book he gives examples of what he has seen ina 
patient's Aura and refers to cases he has diagnosed in this way. Mr. 
Stirling Campbell proceeded to elucidate his subject, interpreting the 
meaning of Auric Colours. He asked his listeners not to be satisfied with 
knowing that “the wheels go round,” but to investigate and find ont 
“why.” The literature on the subject should be read and studied. In 
conclusion, he said, “ we should build up our qualities by right living and 
unselfish thinking, so that when our time comes to pass on, we may profit 
by our schooling.” 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving a vote of thanks to Mr. Stirling Campbell 
said there was a Hebrew saying that when the individual thinks a 
beautiful thought a new Angel is born in Heaven. There was also a 
Rabbinic legend that between Heaven and Earth, on the top of Jacob's 
Ladder, stands the Angel Sandalthon, who receives the prayers «f men 
as they ascend, changing them into flowers in his hands which he then 
strews throngh the ways of the Celestial City. 

The vote was seconded by Mr. H. L. Solomon.

The President, in reply, said that 99 per cent. of the 
work of the Guild was done by a wonderful worker in Miss Lottie 
Albert (Mrs. Oscar Osborn). She did not know what the Guild would do 
without Miss Albert, who helped not only that Guild but many other 
Charities. The Music Hall Ladies’ Guild last year distributed £3,000 io 
relief. Miss Lottie Albert proposed the toast of the Visitors. She 
thanked the visitors and the Excelsior Philanthropic Society (which sent 
the Guild letters for hospitals, or for surgical appliances) and the Moss 
Empires, Ltd. Mr. F. M. Guedalla and Mr. Donald Van den Bergh, J.P., 
also spoke.

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MISCELLANY. 


When the Prince of Wales attended the ball of the Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution on board the Anchor Liner “Transylvania” at 
Glascow, the most poputar item of the dance programme was the 
“Prince's Foxtrot,” which had been specially composed for the occa- 
sion by Mr. Louis Freeman of Glasgow. Mr. Freeman was the conductor 
ot one of the orchestras at the ball. The new dance was greatly admired 
by all on board, and it pleased the dancers still more when they learnt 
that Mr. Freeman had given all the royalties, in connection with his 
com position, to the funds of the Lifeboat Institution. 


Sir Flinders Petrie, the eminent F.gyptologist and the Professor 
of Egyptology at the University College, has left London to lead 
another expedition of discovery in the desert of Southern Palestine. 
This time he intends to devote his restless energies to an excavating 
expedition in the creat cemetery of the Shepherd Kings of Israel. His 
objective is Beth Palet, which in King Solomon’s time was an immense 
fortress, dominating the pastures on the high road from Egypt to Palestine. 


Sir Flinders is accompanied by four students, and he will spend 
the winter in digging. Me willemploy some four or five hundred Bedouins 
in the work of excavation. This will be no mean achievement for a 
man nearly cighty years of age. Whenl spoke to dir liinders at the 
University College a short time ago, on the ardtiousness of these expedi- 
tions, his reply showed how eagerly he was looking forward to the coming 
expedition. On this occasion he will not be accompanied by Lady 
Flinders Petrie, who has helped her distinguished husband on twenty- 
five expeditions to Fgypt and Palestine.’ 


Students of Biblical Archwology have just had an opportunity of 
inspecting some most interesting relics at the rooms of the Palestine 
Exploration Fund, where there was an exhibition of coloured drawings 
of some remarkable Jéwish Mosaics recently cxcavated by the British 
School of Archwology in Jerusalem.. The Mosaics are wonderfully clear, 
among the most interesting being the Mosaics discovered at Jerash, 
especially those representing the story of the Deluge which were found 
in the entrance of a Synagogue under the apse of a Latin church. 


The date of this Synagogue corld not be definitely fixed, but it is assigned 


approximately to the fifth century. The Palestine Exploration Fund 
had the assistance of Dr. Sukenik of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem 
as Assistant Field Director in these excavations, 


A great deal has been written about Yehudi Menuhin, the musica! 
prodigy ; but little has been told us of his young life, apart from his 
marvellous skill on the violin and his musical education. It will surprise 
many people who have seen Yehudi and formed their opinion of his 
character, to know that he has never read “boys’” books, and this is 
remarkable in a boy who loved to stand outside Buckingham Palace and 
watch the change of the Guard and the Sentries. He thinks the “Sentry 
Go” is wonderful in its precision. His literary tastes run to Charles 
Dickens and Shakespeare and to French writers like Moliére. 


Mr. Julian Rose, one of the best-known entertainers on the Vaude 
ville stage, has given a reason for his partiality for broadcasting his 
“show,” in which “ Levinsky at the Wedding” plays a prominent part. 
“Our Hebrew Friend,” as he is described on the posters, has confessed to 
a dramatic critic that before he went on the stage he was chief accountant 
to the Bell Telephone Company in Philadelphia, which brought him into 
contact with the microphone. At the age of thirty he relinquished 
telephone work for the variety stage. Mr. Rose, who sometimes appears 
at Sunday concerts for Jewish charities, is a totally different man in 
appearance from his stage presentment, with his rather exaggerated 
Jewish make-up. 


I recently refe rred in this column to the prominent position Mr. C. M 
Woolf has taken in the film industry in this country... Mr. Woolf is now 
regarded as one of the few “ Kings” in the British film industry. Onlya 
few years ago he was a furrier by business. Among his other important 
interests, he is the Managing Director of the big Gaumont- British Corpora- 
tiou. His latest production “The Great Gabbo”™ entailed an enormous 
outlay ; and, in order to launch it with a great display, he gave a luncheon 
party after the private show of the film which, itis said, cost about £4,000. 


What was essentially a Jewish service was held at St. Mary's Church 
(Abbey Road), Kilburn, last Sunday week. It consisted of a recital of 
Ilebrew Music, after Evensong. The programme of the recital comprised 
music for the organ, “Chorus” for the Choir of St. Mary's Church, and 
solos in Hebrew by Miss Hélene Poppmacher, the soloist of the New 
West End Synagogue. The programme was drafted by the Rev. Isaac 
Goldston, of that Synagogue. 


The idea of giving a recital of Hebrew music in the Church, originated 
through the Organist of St. Mary's calling on the Rev. Mr. Goldston to 
consult him with regard to a rare and valuable yolume of Hebrew music 
he had discovered. Mr. Goldston, I may say, added to the pleasure of 
the Congregation on Sunday by attending the service and giving a brief 
address from the lectern on Hebrew music that had becn sung and played 
oh the organ. The Vicar was delighted with the beautiful melodies, and 
also expressed to Mr. Goldston his deep appreciation of the kind feeling 
displayed in arranging so interesting an event. — 


What is described as the world's largest Synagogue, the Temple 
Emanu-El, has recently been opened for Divine Service in New York. As 
New York has the largest Jewish population of any city in the world, it 
is quite in keeping that it should possess the largest Synagogue. The new 
Temple Emanu-E!] has been built on a site overlooking Central Park, Fifth 
Avenue, andis not to be confused with the Templo Emanuel in the 
busiest part of Fifth Avenue, which seemed to me, when I visited it, more 
of a charch than a synagogue, in both its service and its architecture. 
Among places of worship in New York, the new Temple is exceeded in 
size only by St. Patrick's Cathedral and the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine.

in favour of the respondent with costs, on the ,round that applicant had 
not complied with the Statute to produce the certifymg surgeon's certifieete 
of the diwease. 

Alleged Wife Desertion.—At Leeds last week, Haza Bracha Spivack, 
of Poland, residing at Brunswick Place, Leeds, summoned GEORGE 
SpPivack, of Dunning Road, Middlesbrough, whom she alleged to be her 
husband, for maintenance on the grounds of desertion. It was stated 
that the defendant had been established in Middlesbrough since 1914 and 
was at present the proprietor of the largest posting business in the dis. 
trict. Resistance to the application was made on the grounds that 
defendant had divorced his wife by Jewish law. This was denied. Since 
his arrival in England from Poland defendant bad married another 
woman according to English law. The Stipendiary Magistrate said that 
he found that the parties were legally married in Poland and that the 
desertion which took place many years ago had continued until the 
present. He thought, however, that the claim could have been preferred 


earlier and, in the circumstances. he would only make an order of 12s. 6d. 


per week to be paid on the application of applicant through the Chief 
Constable of Middlesbrough. Mr. A. E. Masser, for the applicant, said 
the mariage took place at Kalschat, Poland, thirty-four years ago, when 
the parties, after having given notice of their intention to marry in the two 
districts in which they lived, met in front of the Jewish Synagogue inthe 
presence of the Rabbi and exchanged papers, which constituted a Jewish 
marriage. The next day they went through the Russian civil form of 
marriage. It was a custom in Poland that if the bride's father could 
not provide an adequate dowry he was bound to give accommo- 
dation for the couple for two years. In this case the defendant took 
full advantage cf that and for two years lived rent free with food. 
There were three children of the marriage. Five tyears after the 
marriage, defendant came to England. He told his wife that when be 
had made sufficient money he would send for her and the children. 
For some time he sent sums of money for their maintenance. 
Defendant, ia Angust, 1915, married another woman in Leeds, describing 
himself as a bachelor, and in August, 1914, settled in Middlesbrough. 
Counsel said the defence now appeared to be that he had divorced his 
wife according to Jewish law, and, further, because he had not heard of 
her for fourteen years. [t would be shown that the son wrote the father 
in recent ycars to obtain maintenance for his mother, when defendant 
did not deny his liability, but he now contended that the claims were 
exorbitant. An elderly woman, walking with a stick, who gave the name 
of Haza Bracha Spivack, then gave evidence through an interpreter and 
picked cut defendant as the man she married in Poland. 

Alien Fails to Register. Euias Jacos Suaswova, a native of 
Mesopotamia was fined £15 at Bow Street Police Court last week fcr contra- 
ventions of the Aliens Order by not registering his change of address from the 
Midland Hotel, Manchester, to Pirecadilly, failing to report to the registration 
officer within two days of his arrival in London, end failing to notify his 
change of occupation from an importcr oud exporter of cotton gocds to that 
ofa motcr-car dealer last July. 

Alleged [Illegal Trading..At the Justice Room, Guildhall, on 
Saturday, ABRAMAM NesHorskt!, alias Sam Samuels, 39, commercial traveller, 
of Sutton Street, E.. was charged on a warrant under the Bankruptcy Act 
w.th heving obtained goods to the value of £10 and over on credit from City 
mrchents without disclosing that he was an undischarged bankrupt, Mr. 
J. Myers, prosecuting, said the defendant was adjudicated bankrupt in 1926. 
He afterwi rds continued trading, changing his initial S Detective- 
srgecant Beal said when he read the warrant to the defendant he replied : 
“Tam only working for my wife.’ A remand was granted, Alderman Sir 
Stephen Killik allowing bail in £500. 

Alleged Trading Frauds... Before Sir Chertres Biron, at Bow Sireet 
Police Court on Tuesday, two brothers, ApRAHAM HILDEBRAND, 48, woollen 
mirchant, of Windlesham Gardens, Erighton, and Morris HiLpEBRAND, 
45, woollen merchant, of Willesden Lane, Willeeden, weré charged on remand 
with conspiring together end with others to cheat and defraud such persons 
as shou'd be induced to deliver goods on credit to the firm of A. & M. Hilde- 
brand, of Commercial Road, E. The cese had been remitted to Bow Street 
from the Thames Police Court. Mr: G. D. Roberts, for the prosecution, 
said the accused had for many Voars carried on business as silk and woollen 
merchants at $0, Commercial Road, E., and they had subsidiary premises 
m Red Cross Street. For many years they c: rri¢@ on a genuine business, 
but in February, 1928, they failed and went into bankruptey with a deficiency 
of over £45,000. Of that sum £40,000 in round figures was for goods supplied 
on credit end not paid fer, all within the last few months of their business. 
The case for the prosecution was that the two men, knowing they were 
insolvent and knowing thet their business showed a deficiency from which 
they could not reeover, in the last few months of their business decided to 
crdcr ss many goods as possible, knowing they could not be paid fcr, and 
hot ecarmg, and intending to defraud their crediters and obtam as many 
goods as possible without paving for them. There was evidence that the 
last few months of the business were marked by an alleged robbery of certain 
books. It was steted that the van contagning the books and a lerge quantity 
of goods was stolen in the street. He (counsel) thought th«re would be 
sufficient evidence to convinee the Court that many of the goods alleged 
to have been stolen had been disposed of earlicr in the course of the business. 
Thomas William Brooking, of Aster Avenue, Romford, said he had been 
in the employ of the accused, and during the latter period of his engagement 
he acted as van driver. In the early part of January, 1928, Abraham Hilde- 
brand told him to take some books to the Salvation Army centre for waste 
paper at Spa Road. Bermondsey. The books looked so new that the witness 
inspected them and noticed that some of them related to quite recent business. 
A numicr of manufacturers agents gave evidence as to supplying goods 
to the accused between the latter part of 1927 and.the eerly part of 1928, 
which had not been paid for. The accused were again ri omanded on £2,000 
bail, and their own recognizances in a like amount.

“THE STORM” (EveryMay). 

The theme of a girl trapped into marriage with a weakling and 
swept to tragedy by her love for another, is an old one; but it is 
always moving and is here worked out by Ostrovsky, a classic of the 
Russian drama, with a deep sense of poetry and a sure delineation of 
Russian character and habit. That there is beauty and power 
in this play emerges in spite of a translation that erred on the 
side of casualness, miscasting of the most important character, and 
an audience completely lacking in understanding. The chief flaw in the 
production was that it did not convey insistently enough the degrading 
wrangles of the family tyrant with her cowed or rebellious relatives. 
nor did the stifling of fresh girlhood strike with anything like its real 
poignancy. This latter was largely the fault of the miscasting of 
Josephine Wilson as Katerina. She acted finely, but she was the 
passionate, mature woman rather than the young and eager girl. 
Martin Walker, as her husband, gavea clever study of weak irresolute- 
ness. The tyrannical mother was finely played by Margaret Scuda. 
more, the young and rebellious daughter by Jean Shepeard, but Algernon 
Mills as the lover, was too stiff and unresponsive. Norman Shelley 
as asceptical idealist, and Joan Pereira as a religious pene, showed 
an excellent sense of character. 

POUCAUMONT (Stace Society). 

‘* Douaumont: cr the Retura of the Soldier Ulysses,” is a modern 
variant on the theme of Penelope and the suitors, by a German dramatist, 
EK. W. Moller, who was too young to participate in the war, but has a sure 
grip on the effects that war can produce in sensitive natures. The play 
shifts uneasily between realism and symbolism, but it is a proof that the 
writer will do fine things when he has found himself. Esme Percy gave 
a brilliant rendering of the so'dier who has lived so intensely in the terror 
and thrill of war that he feels only contempt for the “ half-alive ” people 
who head not had his experiences. Martita Hunt was an excellent foil as 
the practical but deep-feeling wife. Extracts from the Odyssey were 
beautifully spoken by John Gielgud between the acts, but they were. 
dramatically, a mistake in a play that already lacked cohesion. I look 
forward to seeing some mere werk by this playwright, who has great 
potentialities. 

‘THE SCHOOL FOR SCANDAL” 

it would be difficult to give a really bad performance of NSheridan’s 
masterpicce, for the sparkling wit of the cheracters, the beauty of the period 
costumes and the situations essentially of the theatre make it almost actor- 
proof. But that is not to detract from the really superb production of 
Frank Cellier, who also made the best Sir Peter Teazle I have ever seen. 
With Angela Baddeley as an entrancing Lady Teazle, it may be understood 
that we were treated to some real comedy. Her pertness was once or twice 
a shade too modern, but who cou!d grumble when her whole being expressed 
such delight in her part. The quarrel scene was perhaps the best in the play, 
but the scene of the auction when the gallant scapegrace, Charles Surface 
(Henry Hewitt), gaily sells his ancestors’ portraits, and the charming minuet 
linger especially in the memory. Hayden Coffin, as Sir Harry Bumper, 
toasted the lasses as he tasted his wine, with the debonair charm of an old 
connoisseur. Richard Goolden has an uncanny genius in making a small 
part, live, and his Moses was strikingly real with a particular Jewish 
inflection of the voice that one would imagine impossible to acquire.

“MARTINE” (GATE THEATRE). 

The story of the village maiden and the squire’s son bas been told so 
often that one wondered why Mr. Jean-Jacques Bernard took the trouble 
to write it again, Mr. John Leslie Frith to translate it again, and Mr. Peter 
Godfrey to prodtice it again. Certainly Mr. Bernard was the only one of 
the three who contributed anything to minimise the contempt that 
familiarity breeds. Mr. Godfrey even allowed the carefully built-up and 
vitally important atmosphere of the first scene to be wrecked by grateful 
references to the shade of an apple tree on the part of people sitting 
in the full glare of his excellent lighting system. Mr. Bernard's part 
was to assume ‘quite rightly) that we know the story so well that it can 
be told with a minimum of explavation—a good exercise in elementary 
dramatic technique, but why bother an audience with it? Especially an 
audience that was brought up on the glories of Floral Street. The play 
was well cast, and Miss Gabrielle Casartelli was largely responsible for 
its surface success by her absolutely perfect representation of Martine— 
a part as intrinsically difficult as it is superficially easy. P. 8, 


“THE AMORISTS” (ROYALTY). 

Is it because we so naturally expect Mr. H. Dennis Bradley to be 
clever that his re-moulded play seems jast to fall short? There is much 
amusing and really brilliant dialogue, which if administered in discreet 
and apposite doses in the course of dramatic movement, would have come 
off famously. But then there was no action worth talking about, and 
very little talking that needed acting. Nevertheless, there is lots of enter- 
tainment in the play, andif Mr. Bradley had made up his mind either to use 
a broadsword or a rapier, and either to push an idea or work out a plot, 
I am sure he could have used the brilliant conversation with far greater 
effect. Even with such difficulties Esmé Percy gave us some splendid 
acting, while Morris Harvey was clever and convincing asthe odious war 
profiteer. The rest of the cast were thoroughly adequate. When seeing 
a play like this, which is almost very good, it makes one wish one could 
command Mr. Bradley to go on working at drama till he achieves the 
balance which bis wit and brilliance deserve. G. J.

MUSIC. 
The Magic Flute. 

Magic, indeed, is the flute of Mr. René le Roy, who has given us 
one of his all too rare recitals at the Wigmore Hall. He started with 
Mozart's Quartet in D with Mangeot, Eric Bray and Jack Shinebourne, 
who are also familiar with the work as members of the International 
String Quartet. It is doubtful whether even Mozart ever wrote any- 
thing more beautiful than this Adagio, though one again felt that the 
transition to the Rondo did not quite come cf. It is extraordinary 
how few quartets are written with a wind instrument instead of the 
first violin: there are still great experiments to be made in this field. 
Next Mr. le Roy gave us a Sonata for finte alone by Bach. This was 
apparently a first performance in England, This docs not mean, as it 
might, that itis a dull work that has now only been performed because 
it is by Bach. On the contrary it is a suite of dances, the like of which 
Bach has never exceeded for jollity. Allemande, Courente, Sarabande 
and Bourrée Anglaise are all too soon over, and when shail we hear 
them again’ fForthey need not merely a technician, but a musician. 
The Allemande reached a superb climax that brought a murmur of 
delight from the andience, and Mr. le Roy's Sarabande was acharimipg 
interpretation. The only thing against the fiute asa solo instrument is 
that it reveals even Mr. le Roy's human necessity to breathe, a necessity 
that is for several reasons less conspicuous when the flute is played in 
conjunction with other instruments. Handel's charming Third Sonata 
he!ped us to realise that the legend of Handel's “ beefiness” is largely 
due to his popular return in the wake of Bach. This Sonata might 
perhaps have been improved by the use of a harpsichord instead of a 
piano. Rising even above the general excellence of Mr. le Roy's 
playing, one must mention the perfect falling cadence that concluded 
the Andante. We concluded with a sudden and successful tran- 
sition to modernism—Debussy’s Sonata for flute, viola and harp— 
a work fundamentally opposed to the others in musical conception, but 


finding a new beauty that this combination of instruments is particularly 
fitted to express. 


If-a-Herring-and-a-Half Music.”

(He mu 
have meant polypody.) ~ Thus the first violins are in unison with the 
oboe for the first bar, then thev follow the flute in the second bar, and the 
trumpet in the third.

The Cult of the Muted Tin-Tray. 

I missed Milhaud’s First Symphony at the B.B.C. Contemporary Music 
Concert at the Arts Theatre Club, but it lasted less than ten minutes. so 
it cannot have been a majcr work. Ruzena Herlinger was indisposed, so 
(justay Mahler's sonvs were omitted. Anton Webern’s Five Pieces for 
Orchestra continued the cult of the muted tin-tray, of which the Philharmonic 
had viven a sample. The orchestration was for two iolas. a ‘eello, dou ble- 
bass, harp, mandoline, celeste, bells, triangle and half-a-dozen woodwind. 
After the manner of Vr. Hauer. Mr. Webern seemed to have made a list 
of all the notes and a list of all the instruments. But there the comparison 
ends, for Mr. Webern's “ theory seems to have been to provide himself 
with two hats, put the names of the notes into one and of the instruments 
mtro the ot he i. and then draw out whatever came. Not only was there 
no development ; there was not any thematic material to develop. There 
were plenty of pauses, but otherwise the work was rubbish and an insult 
not merely to the suburban listeners, but also to the serious composers who 
have to. break down a prejudice against contemporary music. Mr. Webern's 
conducting was inarticulate, even in Brahms’s Serenade, Op. 16, which 
concluded the programme. This piece may have been inserted. among 
the contemporaries to remind us that its twin, the Serenade, Op. Il, was 
originally criticised as “a monstrosit Vv, a caricature, a freak, which should 
never have been published, much less performed.” But this reminder 
of the fallibility of critics did not modify our opinion of Mr. Webern's music.

GRAMOPHONE NOTES. 

COLUMBIA.—If I were asked to choose one of the most impressive 
records which has been issued during the past six months, I would not 
hesitate to select Dora Labette’s singing of Delius’s “Evening Voices,” 
accompanied by Sir Thomas Beecham. It is one of those records which 
you put on just for yourself, toenjoy in the privacy of solitude where the 
recondite need not yield to opinions or reasons on questions of popularity. 
The beautiful song will never be better sung. For vigorous duet singing, 
Norman Allin and Harold Williams in “ Awake Ye Dead,” may be recom. 
mended. The work is a delightful example of beautiful setting to words 
which need very careful handiing not to sound amusing in song. 
Raymond Newell, safely surviving the battle of the “ Trumpeter,” sings 
“A Bit, a Saddle and Horse,” with the entertaining quality which 
fortunately carries over so well. I suppose it was the split chord accom- 
paniment that made Sidonie Goossens choose Handel’s “Largo” for a 
harp solo. Iam inclined to think she was mistaken after hearing the 
far more impressive version she gives of the * Volga Boatmen’s Song” on 
the other side. Chopin’s Funeral March almost persuades one it was 
written for organ when listening to Edouari Commette playing it on 
the Lyons Cathedral organ. I wonder why this particular instrument 
records so extremely well. Another piece of amazing recording in 
a very different style is Percy Pitt's orchestra playing “ Poet and 


Peasant.” That well-worn monument of mediocrity actually lives,. 


$2 vigorously is it played and so brilliant is the recording. It is 
good to get a record bearing testimony to the choral pcewers of 
Barclay’s Bank Male Voice Choir. Their “ Loch Lomond” (Vaughan 
Williams) and two delightful “Imitations” almost decided me to 
transfer my overdraft to the safe keeping of these splendid songsters. 
I can imagine how pleasant it must be to be greeted on the presentation 
of paper with, not a deprecatory frown, but a soothing Stumeresque. 
Yes, the great institution may be proud of their choir. The Royal 
Choral Society's singing of Walford Davis's “ Let Us Now Praise Famous 
Men” makes an excellent record which is remarkably satisfying. 


VARIETY AND CINEMA NEWS. 

No one should miss “ Drifters,” which is being shown at the Stoll 
Picture Theatre next wees. Directed by the promising young English 
producer, John Grierson, it is an epic of the North Sea Herring Fieet. It 
shows the life onthe trawlers and works up to a terrific rhythmical 
climax, ending with the trains streaking away to the world markets. It 
is a masterpiece. Beautiful Florence Vidor is also in the bill, with 
Wallace Beery in an American talkie called “ Chinatown Nights.” 

At the Regal next week is an American talkie of English country 
house life. It is called “Her Private Life,” and features Billie Dove. 
There is also Anna May Wong in a silent film, “ The Pavement Butterfly.” 

Miss Sunny Jarman makes her debut at the Coliseum next week in 
the same programme as Renée Kelly, Gaston and Andree, G. H. Elliott, 
Chas. Hayes, Chick Farr, Marion and Ruth Weeks, the Hindustans, Marie 
Ambrose, and Kautszy’s Bears.

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to transfer the races they subdued to distant parts of their 
kempire, beheving they would be less in a position to revolt 
far away from theirown land. So the bulk of the Israelites 
were transferred to Babylonia. ~ By the waters of Babylon 
we sat down and wept.” In 539 B.c., Babylon fell into the 
hands of the Persian conqueror Cyius. His policy was the 
exact opposite of that of Babylon. He believed he could 
best secure the safety of his Empire by having grateful and 
frendly peoples under his sway. The Jews were allowed 
to return to their land, and for two hundred years they 
remained under Persian rule. Then Persian supremacy in 
the East was threatened from Europe. Alexander the 
Great crossed from Greece into Asia. The Grecian ruler 
passed down the coast of Palestine into Egypt where the 
city of Alexandria still recalls his liberation of the country 
from Persian rule, Palestine was for a time under 
Greek domination. 


RIVAL GENERALS. 

After the death of Alexander in 823 B.c., there was a 
fight for power among his generals. Unfortunately for 
Palestine it was the buffer between the two principal rivals, 
one who had his seat in Egypt in the south and the other 
who held sway in Syria in the North. For many years 
under them and their successors the war went to and fro, 
Palestine being now under Egyptian, now under Syrian, 
domination, until finally the Syrians gained the upper 
hand. It was in the year 175 B.c. that Antiochus, who 
called himself Epiphanes (° God Made Manifest "’) ascended 
the throne. He had been in Athens and was thoroughly 
impregnated with Greek culture, though it was coloured 
and debased by his oriental outlook. He attempted to 
spread Greek customs and worship throughout his domains, 
and within seven years we are brought down to the 
Maccabean revolt. I ought to mention—for it has an 
important bearing on subsequent Jewish history —that the 
star of Rome was already beginning to rise, and the 
Romans had taken advantage of the quarrels between
